SOME ARTFUL DODGING BY CHAIR- 


MAN “TOM” CARTER, 


A COLORED BROTHER FRIGHTENS THE 
REPUBLICAN LEAGUE’S EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE—WANTS TO KNOW WHAT 
THE PARTY PROPOSES TO DO FOR 
HIS PEOPLE IN THE SOUTH. 


Mr. Whitelaw Reid, Republican candidate for 
Vice President, and other prominent leaders of 
the party, tired out with their unsuccessful 
efforts to woo and win ex-Senator Platt and his 
big machine, turned their attention to the State 
League of Clubs yesterday. They found the 
young people much more eager to obey Presi- 
dent Harrison's instructions than the experi- 
enoed hands had been. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
State League was held in Parlor D R of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotei, at which Mr. Reid and the 
others were present. It was a fairly successful 
meeting, but it was dotable chiefly for the man- 
ner in which Chairman Carter of the National 
Committee evaded some pointed questions as to 
the position which the party would take on the 
Porce bill. : 

This question was put to him pretty squarely 
by the Rev. I. Thomas Fortune, the well- 
known colored editor. The celerity with which 
the subject was dropped and the haste which 
all hands made to get away from it is eaid to 
have been the liveliest incident of the Repub- 
Ucan campaign up to this time. 

President E. A. McAlpin of the State League 
‘was in the chair, ang Job E. Hedges, the Seore-. 
tary, was at his pest About thirty members of 
the Executive Committee were present, and in 
addition to these there were Chairman Carter 
of the National Committee, Chairman Hackett 
of the State Executive Committee, Senator 
Frank Hiscock, who had just come from Wash- 


jngton; A. B. Humphreys, Secretary of the Na- 
tional League, and afew local politicians who 
were attracted by the presence of so many high 
dignataries of the party. 

veral specches were made urging activity 
on the part of the clubs and co-operation with 
the State Committee. 

No one explained what the State organization 
had done in which there could be any co-opera- 
tion, still, it sounded well to advise the young 
men “co-operate.” One of the speeches, 
which was said to be his maiden effort, was 
made by Chairman Hackett. Some who were 
present said that it was such a speech as to 
stamp Mr. Hackett as a man who had been hid- 
ing his light under a bushel, Senator Hiscock 
also spoke, and so did A. B. Humphreys. 

Then it was suggested that Candidate Reid 
would have a word to say if he was properly 
asked. A committee composed of Charles A. 
Hess, John F. Henry, and John Van Voorhis 
Was appointed to ascertainif he would come 
and talk. He came, escorted by the committee, 
and was greeted with applause. He urged the 
gentlemen present to join with the other Re- 
publican forces and help elect him. He assured 
them that they had an important place in the 
party. 

Chairman Carter also spoke, urging the State 
League to co-operate with the regular organiza- 

jon and advising it to extend ite organization. 
Jp to this time everything had been pleasant 
and delightful. 

But Mr. Fortune put a stop to all this by ask- 
ing embarrassing questions. When Chairman 
Carter ended his speech, Mr. Fortune asked: 

“ What will be the attitude of the party toward 
the colored men! How isit proposed to treat 
them if the party is victorious next November? 
What show will thecolored voters have if the 
Republicans secure the election of Mr. Har- 
rison? ”’ 

Most of those present construed these questions 
to mean, “‘ Will the Republicans promise to en- 
a: Force bill if they are successful next 

allt” 

On this question Chairman Carter wae, not to 
be caught napping. He was too ‘“‘smooth” to 
edmit that the Force bill would be the first 
thing President Harrison would call for after 
his election, in view of what has been said of 
this as anissue. He stroked his “Uncle sam” 
whiskers while he deliberately declared that he 
could do no better than refer Mr. Fortune to 
the platform of the party, adding that it might 
not be proper for him to assume to lay down 
principies other than those contained in the 
platform on which the party stood. 

Mr. Fortune asked if something more explicit 
than this statement could not be made. The Re- 
publican leaders sat about, in hope that some- 
thing would be done to choke off this trouble- 
some man Fortune. 

“Isn't what has been said satisfactory?” 
asked Charles A. Hess. 

“No, not exactly,” replied Mr. Fortune. “ It 
is not precisely what I wanted.” 

** Yea,” said Mr. Hess, *“ I think it is what you 
wanted.” 

Mr. Fortune concluded that Mr. Hess knew 
more aboutitthban he did apparently, for he 
pat down and allowed the meeting to goon un- 
interrupted. 

Anexecutive committees was appointed to 
oarry on the campaign work, consisting of the 
pfticers of the State League and Charles A. Hess, 
John F. Henry, Dr. S. 8. Guy, Charles W. Ander- 
son, and Thomas F. Lynch. 

After the meeting announcement was made 
that Chairman Carter would to-day send a re- 
quest to the Chairmen of the Republican com- 
mittees in all the States to co-operate with the 
leagues in their respective States in their cam- 
paign work. 


KANSAS CORN CROP INJURED. 
———— 


THE YIELD THROUGHOUT THE STATE 
WILL BE REDUCED ONE-HALF. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 3.—A great many 
eomplaints of the condition of corn in Kansas 
were received by commission men in the Ex- 
change Building this morning, and a majority 
of the dealers here are of the opinion that the 
prospect is for little more than half a crop, tak- 
ing the State asa whole. The biggest shipper 
in Kansas, who buys grain at a hundred sta- 
tions, holds to this opinion, though he has be- 
lieved up to within afew days that little dam- 
age had befallen the crop. Therains which fell 


about a week agoina few restricted localities 
were of very little practioal benefit. 

The reports received by THE TIMES’s corre- 
spondent indicate thatina district inciuding 
Reno, Sedgwick, Rice, Ellsworth, MoPhberson, 
Harvey, part of Marion, Butler, Greenwood, 
and Coffey Counties, there has been little or no 
damage to the crop, and the prospects are 
favorable for very nearly a full crop. 

Along the southern border, from Harper east- 
‘ward, there is a good show for half a crop with 
favorable weather. From Harper and King- 
man westward, practically no corn will be 
raised. Through Chase, Lyons, Morris, Wabun- 
- Davis, Diekinson, Saline, Ottawa, Cloud, 

tehell, Lincoln, and Russell, the early corn, 
constituting, perhaps, one-fourth of the crop, 
is practically killed and the late corn is in need 
of rain. 

Along the northern and eastern berder of the 
Btate the promise is very good.

THE RETURN OF A FUGITIVE,

JAMES HUNTER BACK FROM SOUTH 
AMERICA—STORY OF THE CRIME, 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—James Hunter, who 


‘eft the country in 1887 upon the advice of 


friends to whom he told the financial standing 
of the milling firm of John and James Hunter, 
and over whose head two charges of forgery 
have been hanging ever since, has returned to 
his home here, and is now under bail to appear 
at court. 

He arrived in New-York on the steamer 
Seguranca from Montevideo on Sunday in com- 
pany with hisson, James Hunter, Jr., and im- 
mediately came to Philadelphia. David K. 
Furman, @ son-in-law, and Leedom Sharp, a life- 
long friend, who were consulted about the mat- 
ter on the same day, advised Mr. Hunter, Jr., to 


lay the facts before the District Attorney. Sub- 
sequently Dr. William E. Hughes examined Mr. 
Hunter, Sr., and certified that he was suffering 
from dementia, was unable to talk intelligently 
or transact any business, and that his condition 
was permanent and likely to increase in inten- 
sity. The result of a consultation was that the 
District Attorney agreed to accept $10,000 bail 
for the appearance in court of the returned 
forger. 

Mr. Hunter, accompanied by his son, fled the 
country in 1887, finally settling in Montevideo, 
where he was joined by his wife. About a year 
ago Mrs. Hunter died of smallpox and Mr. 
Hunter’s mind, which had shown sigus of de- 
cay, became completely unbalanced. It was the 
fact of his father’s insanity that led the son to 
resolve to bring him back to this country to face 
the indictments hanging over him. 

The discoveries that led to the flight of James 
Hunter came to light March 22, 1887, by the 
issue of attachments against the firm of James 
& John Hunter for $50,000 on notes held by 
Keen Bodine & Co. Suits immediately followed 
on notes by several banks. The discovery was 
then made that notes to the amount of $106,200 
were forgeries, perpetrated,it is alleged, by 
James Hunter. The Sheriffmade a seizure of 
the effects of James & John Hunter, the latter 
being Receiver of Taxes at the time. An assign- 
ment for the benefitof the creditors was exe- 
cuted to John Field, Mr. Hunter’s brother-in- 
law, who is now Postmaster of Philadelphia. 

The first warrant for Mr. Hunter’s arrest on 
the charge of forgery was issued on the oath of 
the cashier of the Mechanics’ National Bank. 
The largest amount of forgeries was perpetrat- 
ed on the signature of James Long, then Presi- 
dent of the Union Trust Company. John Wana- 
maker made an offer of $25,000 to forma 
syndicate to as the affairs of the wrecked 
firm. They took in Isaac Smith, Joel J. Baily, 
and John C. Lucas. The assets were figured at 
$500,000, and the liabilities at $700,000, and 
immediate steps were taken in the process of 
liquidation. The assigned cause of the trouble 
was land speculation in the South and West 
that proved unprofitable, and gradually diss!- 

ated the working capital of the firm. The 

ew- York, Norristown, and New-Jersey assets 
of this firm were from time to time seized for 
ereditors. By degrees the indebtedness of the 
firm has been discharged. 





A NUISY CONVENTION.

NORTH DAKOTA REPUBLICANS 
PLENTY OF WRANGLING. 


GRAND Forks, N. D., Aug. 3.—The Republican 
State Conrention was called for 10 o’clock 
Tuesday. The State Committee voted on the 
Walsh County contest and seated the Burke 
delegation, headed by Thomas MoHugh, by a 
yote of 21to 11. The committee decided on 
Senator J. H. Worst of Williamsport for tem- 
porary Chairman. At the hour of opening Sena- 
tor Worst could not be found and the Chair an- 


nounced ex-Lieut. Alfred Dickey as temporary 
Chairman.. B. W. Shaw of Mandan and B. F. 
Lounsberry of Wahpeton as temporary Secre- 
tary. Committees of seven each on Credentials, 
Resolutions, Permanent Organizations, and or- 
der of business were appointed by the Chair. 
State Senator M. Parker of Kentucky was in- 
troduced and delivered an address. 

An adjournment was taken until 2 P. M., but 
it was 3 when the convention reassembled. 
The Credential Committee submitted their re- 
port, and asked its adoption, indorsing and 
seating the delegates reported by the State 
Central Committee. Earnest discussion arose 
as to what rules the convention was work- 
ing under. The Allen men were hostile 
and intended taking every opportunity to 
obstruct the proceedings of the convention. 
Judge Cochrane of Grand Forks and P. J. Mo- 
Cumber of Richland became excited in their 
speeches, personal veracity of officials was as- 
sailed, and insinuations against Gov. Burke 
were made. Koll call after roll call was made 
and appeals taken from the Chair's decisions. 
Motions to adjourn were lost. Finally, a mo- 
tion was made that the report be received, con- 
sidered, and acted upon. 

A motion followed to proceed to make nom- 
inations was carried and the following ticket 
placed in nomination:

Plan for a Colored Soldiers’ Home. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, La., Aug. 3.—The Department 
of Louisiana and Mississippi, Grand Army of 
the Republic, will meet here Aug. 6. It will be 
the first meeting since the colored veterans 
won their fight for admission into the order 
here. Among the matters to be considered will 
be a plan to have the Government establish a 
home for colored soldiers in Louisiana. The old 
Marine Hospital, a gigantic iron structure oo- 
cupying an entire square, has long been un- 
occupied by the national authorities. 

The plan is to get Congress to appropriate 
$25,000 to place it in repair, and then appoint 
@ commission charged with its conduct as a 
home for colored survivors of the war, or 
wiaows of colored soldiers in the States of 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, and 
Alabama. Over 2,000 persons could find a 
home in the building, and with » emall amount 
of national help the local colored Grand Army 
of the Republic posts are ready to undertake to 
clothe, feed, and nurse such veterans as would 
be sent there.

LAWLER FOR GOVERNOR 


NOMINATED BY THE DEMOCRATS 
OF MINNESOTA. 


THE OPPOSITION TO HIM MELTED AWAY, 
ALTHOUGH FOR A TIME THE HAR- 
MONY OF THE CONVENTION AT MIN- 
NEAPOLIS WAS THREATENED—PLAT- 
FORM ADOPTED. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 3.—For a time it 
looked as if a storm were arisingin the Demo- 
cratic State Convention to-day. But the clouds 
rolled by and the sun of harmony beamed upon 
the largest political assemblage that ever met 
in the State. The eighty counties were repre- 
sented by 789 delegates. Daniel W. Lawler, 
the young St. Paul attorney, was nominated for 
Governor by acclamation. 

At the morning session the only business done 
was the selection of D. A. Jacques of Duluth as 
Chairman, and the naming of the usual commit- 
tees. During the recess it became noised about 
that some sort of a deal had been engineered to 
put one or two Republicans on the ticket for 
Supreme Court Judges. Assoonas the Commit- 


tee on Credentials had reported, J. J. Thornton 
of Watonwan County secured the floor and 
moved that the candidates for Judges of the 
Supreme Court be named before those for Gov- 
ernor and other offices. He named Daniel Buck 
of Mankato, William Mitohell of Winona, and 
Thomas Canty of Minneapolis as the candidates. 

This set the convention in an uproar and a 
dozen delegates were on their feet demanding 
the regular order. Aftera half hour’s debate 
the question of changing the order was defeated, 
596 to 193. Thecall of the counties for the 
nomination of candidates for Governor then 
proceeded. 

At the call of Aitkin, the first county on the 
list, the Chairman of the delegation gave way 
to Judge Charles E. Flandrau, who proceeded 
to the stand to place in nomination Daniel W. 
Lawler of St. Paul. At this juncture the Min- 
neapolis delegation of 118 asked leave to retire 
for consultation. The leave was granted and 
the delegates retired amid hisses, it being 
rumored that the Minneapolis men were pre- 
paring to stampede the convention if possible 
to Edward T. Champlin, Speaker of the House. 
After a tedious wait of twenty minutes the dele- 
gation filed back into the hall bearing a Lawler 
banner at their head. 

This sign of submission set the convention 
wild. Everything was now plain sailing. Judge 
Flandrau made his nominating speech, and elo- 

uent seconding speeches were made by Cyrus 
Wellington of St. Paul and David B. Johnson of 
ey ee Mr. Lawler was then brought 
before the convention and made a ringing tariff 
address, and closed by predicting party success 
in the State in November. 

Lewis Baker, editor of the St. Paul Globe, 
Chairman of the Committee of Resolutions, 
then read the platform, which was unanimously 
adopted. It says: 

“The Democrats of Minnesota gathered in dele- 
gate convention mingle their rejoicing with that of 
their fellows in the Nation, that the earnest voice of 
the rank and tilo of the party was heard and obeyed 
by the National Convention and found expression in 
the nomination of the able and courageous Cleveland 
for our leader, and the bold explicit declaration 
that, ‘ Republican protection is a trand,’ in proof of 
which we point to Homestead, where the militia of 
@ State is keeping peace in a quarrel over the spoils 
between the real and the supposed beneficiaries of 
protection. 

“We recognize the great conspicuous fact that 
the prosperity of our Government rests upon 
labor, and that all legislation should be shaped so 
far as possible to relieve it from all unjust and op- 
——- burdens and secure to it ita just share of 

he benefits of our general prosperity. 

“We are opposed to State interference with 
parental rights and rights of conscience in the edu- 
cation of children as an infringement of the funda- 
mental Democratic doctrine that the largest individ. 
ual liberty consistent with the rights of others 
insures the highest type of American citizenship and 
the best government. We again call the attention of 
the voters to the manifest injustice and inequality of 
our tax laws, under which wealth easily evades its 
share of the public burdens and compeis moderate 
accumulations to bear the part it shirks, and we 
again invite the coming Legislature to a serious con- 
sideration of the subject to the end thata just 
evenly-bearing system may be adopted. 

“For the better security of our Government, we 
recommend an amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion extending the Presidential term to six years,” 
and making a President ineligible for re-election. 
We favoralsothe election of President and Vice 
President and Senators of the United States by a 
direct vote of the people.” 

At the night session, Harry Hawkins of Car- 
ton County was nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor by acclamation. 

For Secretary of State, H. B. Martin of Hen- 
nepin County was —— by a Ramsey 
County delegate and another delegate from 
that county named Peter Nelson of Good- 
hue County. Martin is the oandidate of the 
People’s Party for the place, but many of 
the delegates announced that they did not want 
to support ary one, but before half the roll nad 
been called Hennepin County swung solidly to 
Nelson, and his nomination was made unani- 
mous. 

For State Treasurer, Frank Nicoll,Jr., of Scott 
County; Joseph Leich of Winona, and H. C. 
Bull of Wright were presented, but before the 
roll call was oe Nicoll and Bull were 
withdrawn and Leich’s nomination made 
unanimous. 

For Attorney General, John C. Netheway of 
Washington County, W. Logan Breckenridge of 
Olmstead and J. L. MeDonald of Ramsey, the 
last named being the People’s Party candidate, 
were presented, but before the rollcall was 
completed Netheway’s nomination was made 
unanimous.

CotumBts, Ohio, Aug. 3.—Chairman-eleet 
John H. Farley of the Democratic State Execu- 
tive Committee, ex-Mayor of Cleveland and an 
anti-Cleveland man before and during the Chi- 
cago Convention, has indicated his acceptance 
of the Chairmanship and written that he will 


be in Columbus about Aug. 15 to assume indi- 
vidual control and relieve Vice Chairman Cole, 
who is here to start the committee. The letter 
is not made public, but it is assumed by Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends that the Democratic forces 
will not be controlled by a negative support. 

Vice Chairman Cole assumes that Chairman 
Farley will put forth his best efforts for the 
success of Mr. Cleveland in Ohio, and insists 
that the fight is not sltogether hopeless. It is 
understood that Mr. Cole will be selected as 
Secretary, but there will be no meeting of the 
committee until the Chairman gets here from 
Georgian Bay. 

Both Mr. Farley and Mr. Cole will have to 
purge themselves of the suspicion recorded 
= nst them by earnest effort in behalf of Mr. 
Cleveland before the honest Democracy of Ohio 
will receive them into the councils with confi- 
dence, and their words and acts are anxiously 
awaited.

In reply to an inquiry, Mr. Dewey said that 
the subjects most in = eo favor at this time 
were thuse concerning the current topics of 
theday. American history was just now com- 
manding what might be called a great run, be- 
cause ofthe Columbian anniversary. Politieal 
and social economics, the tariff question, the 
relations of labor and capital, and the currency 
were high in popular favor.

THOSE ON STRIKE AT WESTERLY HAVE 
GONE BACK TO WORK. 


WESTERLY, R. I., Aug. 3.—The Westerly end 
of the granite cutters’ strike is practically 
ended and the men are going back to work. 
The Westerly branch of the Quarrymen’s Na- 
tional Union had a mecting Sunday and ap- 
pointed a committee, who notified the Smith 


Granite Company and the Rhode Island Gran- 
ite Company that the men were ready to resume 
work if the companies wished them. 

At the Smith Granite Works the strikers are 
taken back as individuals, not as union men, 
and receive an increase of wages of 10 per cent. 
The Rhode Island Company takes back its em- 
ployes in the same way, but pays no more 
wages. 

Mr. Gourley of the latter company told the 
committee that the strike bad affected the gran- 
ite industry unfavorably, and that he should 
not need so may workmen as heretofore. A 
smali force of men is at work in the great 
quarries of both companies, and more men are 
returning daily. Ali the men will beat work 
within a few days. ‘She probabie complete set- 
tlement of the trouble is very gratifying to 
merchants and others, whose trade has been in- 
jured by the strike. 





Mr, Pemberton Not Poisoned. 

OCALA, Fla., Aug. 3.—F. A. R. Pemberton, an 
English gentleman of wealth about forty-eight 
years old, died suddenly last night at his coun- 
try seat, Rock Crest, about two miles south of 
this city. Astory was set afloat here that he 
had been poisoned and that the deed had been 
done at the instigation of a prominent citizen of 
Ocala, who, itis alleged, is in love with Mrs. 
Pemberton. An autopsy was conducted by three 
of the leading physicians of Ocala, who reported 
that the real cause of Mr. Pemberton’s death 
was alcoholism. Mrs. Pemberton is so stricken 
with grief and so prostrated by the soandal that 
her life is desp of. 

Mr, Pemberton was the only surviving son of 
an English family of weaith and title. His 
brother won distinotion as a London /imes cor- 
respondent during the Franco-Prussian war and 
was killed at Sedan after the battle had really 
ended, by a stray bullet. 





Tried Highway Robbery and Failed. 

VIRGINIA CITY, Nev., Aug. 3.—A masked high- 
Wayman attempted to stop Superintendent 
James H. Kinkead of the Occidental Mine 
yesterday. 

Kinkead had $10,000 in gold with him to pay 
off the employes at the mine. He was in a 
buggy with another man, driving, and carried 
a shotgun charged with buckshot. The robber 
stepped from the bushes ataturn in the road 
near the mines, and Kinkead gave him both 
barrels, hitting him in the right arm and 
shoulder. The robber ran and Kinkead pur- 
sued, caught him after a half mile run, and 
brought him to town in his buggy. The robber 
was identified as William Rush, twenty-four 
years old, an employe of the Occidental Mills.

SPAIN’S CELEBRATION OF THE 
SAILING OF COLUMBUS. 


“THE LITTLE CARAVEL STARTS FROM 
PALOS— FOREIGN AND AMERICAN 
WAR VESSELS ESCORT HER—A RE- 
TURN FOR THE PRESENT TO HUEL- 
VA—SOME CONGRATULATIONS. 


PALos, Aug. 3.—This is the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the day on which Columbus set sail 
from Palos westward on his voyage of discovery, 
and the festivities arranged here for celebrating 
the day were carried out with great éclat. 

The view from the town, however, was ob- 
scured by a thick mist, which hung over the 
river and rendered it impossible to see more 
than a dim outline of the hulls of the vessels 
lying at anchor. 

At 6 o’clock, the hour at which Columbus be- 
gan his voyage, the caravel Santa Maria, con- 
structed in imitation of the vessel of that name 
belonging to the Columbus expedition, which 
had been lying off shore all night, set her sails 
for her passage through the lines of war ships 
anchored outside the bar, but owing to the 
prevalence of a dead calm a line was run to her 
from a gunboat and she ws towed down 
stream, followed by the Spanis flotilla in single 
file. Minister of Marine Montigo was on board 
the war ship Legaspi. 

The voyage down the river, past the Monas- 
tery of La Rabida, on which building the flags 
ofallthe American States were flying, to the 
bar occupied about an hour. 

Outside the bar were moored the vessels of 
the foreign squadrons which had come to take 
part in the celebration. These vessels were 
formed in lines, between which the caravel 
passed, amid salutes and cheers. Tho mist and 
the smoke from the guns made it impossible to 
watoh the manwuvres of the caravel, which 
followed forsome distance the route taken by 
Columbus 400 years ago. 

Fifteen of the Spanish flotilla conyoyed the 
Santa Maria several miles to sea, and when tho 
signal was given by the,spanish Minister of 
Marine for the vessels to return, the caravel 
received a farewell salute. About 9 o’clock 
the little vessel returned, and, with the fletilla, 
went to Huelva. 

To-day’s mancuvres were partof a ceremonial 
in celebration of the departure of Columbus. 


The town of Huelva is crowded witn visitors, 
and all the buildings, both private and public, 
are gayly decorated.

PETITION SENT TO GOV. FLOWER— 
WHY HE WAS IMPRISONED. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 3.—A petition for 
the pardon of Phenix P. Palmer, sentenced to 
the State prison at Sing Sing for sixteen years 
for the killing of Lawyer Atchinson in New- 


Yorkin March, 1890, has been presented to 
Gov. Flower by State Treasurer Elliot Dan- 
forth. 

The petition was prepared by Col. William L. 
De Lacey of this city, and had about 400 signa- 
tures, including nearly all the officials of this 
city and of Dutchess County. Actompanying the 
petition is the affidavit of a man named Greely, 
residing on West Eighty-sixth Street, New-York, 
who says ho saw the afiray between Palmer and 
Atchinson, and that the latter. while trying to 
prevent Palmer from removing a safe, slipped 
= receiving the injuries from which he 

e 

Phenix Palmer formerly lived here. Since he 
has been confined in Sing Sing his behavior has 
been excellent. 

At the time of the killing he was a truekman 
in the employ of the Mosler Safe Company, and 
went to the office where the affray ocourred to 
remove a safe. Atchinson interfered and a scnitie 
ensued. Witnesses said they saw Palmer raise 
& cart rung against Atchinson, but there was no 
testimony to show that Palmer struck him. 

Palmer’s father, Nathaniel, lfves here now. 
He is over eighty years old and in needy cir- 
cumstances, 





In the Hawaiian Legislature. 

HONOLULU, July 26.—During the session of 
the Hawaiian Legislature July 21, Representa- 
tive Wilcox brought up his want-of-confidence- 
in-the-Ministry resolution, and moved that it be 
copvsidered in Committee of the Whole. He 
stated that he was aware it was the determina- 
tion of some of the members summarily to dis- 
pose of it because it was introduced by a native 
Hawaiian. He oharged that some of the an- 


nexation members of the House aspired to be- 
come Cabinet officers in order to facilitate the 
annexation of Hawaii to the United States. 

The President objected to Wilcox’s language, 
and after some further discussion Noble Baid- 
win moved that the resolution be laid on the 
table. The motion was put and carried, the vote 
being 32 yeas and 14 nays. The Ministry were 
debarred from voting on the motion. Ashford 
Wilcox and Bush voted nay. 





A Big Steamer Raised. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 3.—One ofthe moat 
notable feats ever accomplished on the lakes is 
the raising of the sunken steamer City of Owen 
Sound, in Georgian Bay, which has just been 
successfully carried out. The steamer was a 
Canadian vessel and foundered just inaide the 
Cove Island passage in a heavy gale Oct. 24, 
1887. She lay in 110 feet of water, and has 
long been given up for a total loss. By means of 
steel pontons, each with a lifting vapacity of 
100 tons, the vessel was raised and towed into 
Little Current, Ontario. Her cargo of grain is 
said to be but little more injured than if it had 
only been recently submerged. 





New Primaries Ordered. 
St. Louis, Aug. 3.—The Democratic State 
Committee has acted on the split in the Ninth 
Congressional District, where J. B. Clark and R. 


H. Norton, the present incumbent, were nomi- 
nated. After hearing both sides the committee 
has decided that new primaries shall be held in 
the Ninth District, and a new convention will 
meet at St. Charles, Aug. 30. 





North Carolina Prohibitionists, 
RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 3.—The State Conven- 
tion of the Prohibition Party met in Greens- 
borough to-day. Eighteen counties are repre- 


sented. Nominations will not be made until to- 
morrow. The platform has not been agreed 
upon. Four hundred dollars was raised for a 
campaign fund. 





The Foreman Led the Strike, 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 3.—Forty men 
employed at the steam cooperage in this city 
went out to-day because a new manager from 


New-York persisted in the disoharge of an old 
hand, which Otto Faust, the foreman, refased 
to sanction and resigned himself. All the men 
say they will remain outif Mr. Faust stays away.

THE CANAL COMPLICATIONS. 
—_—_—_ 
COLLECTION OF TOLLS FROM CANADIAN 


VESSELS MAY BE ORDERED. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Aug. 3.—A dispatch from 
Washington says that President Harrison will 
not issue any proclamation putting into opera- 
tion the statute authorizing him to impose tolls 
upon foreign vessels using the Sault Ste. Marie 
Canal, but will simply order his officials to col- 
lect the tolls. This will give the owners of 
Canadian lake shipping no warning whatever. 
The first notice they will get of the initiation of 


the new order of things will be the stoppage of 
their vessels at the entrance to the Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal. 

Owners of lake vessels say that the Canadian 
canal around St. Mary’s Falls will not be com- 
pleted for two years, and that if the canal on 
the Michigan side of tho river is closed against 
Canadian vessels during that period, there will 
be no Canadian shipping to use the new canal, 
as vessel owners cannot afford to have their 
craft lying idle for two years. The closing of 
the American canal therefore means the ex- 
tinction of Canadian shipping on Lake Superior, 

The talk about Canada retaliating by shutting 
American vessels out of the Welland Canal is 
nonsense. Canada has no power to violate 
treaty engagements entered into by Great Brit 
ain and the United States, and the use of the 
Welland Canal to American vessels is guaran- 
teed by the treaty of Washington. The Do- 
minion can get out of the existing difficulty 
either by declaring the St. Lawrence and Wel- 
land Canals free to everybody or by imposing 
full tolls upon all vessels and cargoes using 
them. 

The Government has sacrificed some revenue 
by the rebate system, but it is questionable 
whether the producers of grainor the taxpay- 
ers of Canada, who are taxed to build and 
maintain canals, get any advantage from the 
system. Arebate in itself suggests deception 
and sharp practice. The grain upon which re- 
bates of canal tolls are allowed is for the most 
part grown in the United States. 

The Dominion Commissioner of Inland Rev- 
enue, Mr. Miall, who has made a study of the 
whole canal tolls question, has frequently de- 
clared,in his reports to the Government, that 
the system of refunding canal tolls upon grain 
cargoes involves a loss of revenue to the Do- 
minion without attracting any additional busi- 
ness to the St. Lawrence route.

PETTIGREW’S PLAN SPOILED. 


TO REOPEN OLD SORES FOR THE SAKE 
OF GETTING AN OFFICE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Mr. Pettigrew (Rep., 
8 D.,) desires to have the position of agent at 
the Pine Ridge Agency filled by a civilian, and 
does not care much how the change is effected 
so that he accomplishes his purpose. 

To-day he introduced a resolution in the Sen- 
ate calling on the Seoretary of War for a report 
as to allarmy officers who have been tried by 
court-martial in the past ten years, their rank, 
ottense, the verdict rendered, and punishment 
imposed. He defended his action on the ground 
that the public had a right to know the facts. 
Several Senators objected to the resolution, de- 
claring that full publicity had been given to 
each case at the time it occurred, and that the 
effect, if not the motive, of the resolution was 
to renew scandal and to expose the officers con- 
cerned and their relatives to further disgrace, 
pain, and mortification, without the possibility 
of any good being done by tne publication. 

Mr. Davis (Rep., Minn.,) was the only sup- 
porter Pettigrew found on the floor, and the 
tenor of his remarks was that such a report 
might ferm the basis of a radical and philosoph- 
ical reform of miiitary jurisdiction. The reso- 
lution was tinally referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and it will not be heard of 
again. p 

Pettigrew’s sole ideain introducing it was to 
discredit army officers. The agent at Pine 
Ridge, who is an army officer, is soon to retire, 
and Pettigrew wants to fill his place with one 
of his political friends. He claims that army 
officers are not more honest than civilians, and 
if he could get a list of the trials by court- 
martial he would seek to use itas an argument 
against the further employment of officers as 
agents. It goes without saying that the renew- 
al of scandal and the opening of old sores 
which would result from such a report would 
not worry the South Dakota Senator. 





An Indiana Village on Fire. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 3.—The village of Bor- 
den, Ind., eighteen miles from New-Albany, 
enthe line of the Monon Railroad, was half 
consumed by fire to-day, entailing a loss of 
from $25,000 to $30,000. Sixteen houses were 
burned, including five stores. The fire origi- 
nated inL. H, Van Gilder’s store. He was 
transferring gasoline from a barrel to a tank, 
when he stepped on a match which ignited and 
caused an explosion of the gases which had 
accumulated. 

The line of the conflagration extended along 
the railroad. The house formerly occupied by 
Prot. W. W. Borden, those of Messrs. MoKinley 
and L. 8. Ransom, Mrs. Sarah Burns, Mra. 
Schopp, Mr. Ed McKinnelay, and Mrs. Kelley 
were burned to the ground. 

More than a dozen men were overcome by the 
heat while fighting the flames, 





People’s Union in the Field. 

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 3.—The People’s Union, 
which is a branch of the national People’s 
Party, has issued acall fora convention to be 
held here on the first Tuesday in September. 
It proposes nominating a candidate for Gov- 
ernor and adopting a platform. Organizers 
have been at work to effect branch organiza- 


tions in the various parts of the State. Essex, 
Warren, and Middlesex Counties are already 
organized. 

Last week the party began publication of a 
weekly paper to be known as the People’s Voice. 
They will nominate candidates for Assembly in 
every county. They expecta liberal support 
from the Farmers’ Alliance, the Industrial 
Senate, and the Knights of Labor.

New-Lonpon, Conn., Aug. 3.—Students are 
arriving daily from all over the country to at- 
tend the Catholic Summer School.

THE COMPROMISE OFFERED BY 
THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL TO GO AGAIN 
TO CONFERENCE, AND THE DUR- 
BOROW BILL, REDUCED TQ 
p2,500,000, To BE VOTED ON SAT- 
URDAY—THE PLAN’S PROSPECTS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.--There has been an 
agreement by the Democrats to try and do | 
something, but whether the agreement will re- 
sult in the passage of the Sundry Civil bill and 
oi thé World’s Fair appropriation remains to be 
seen. 

Weary of the dead-look, and beginning to be 
troubled about the effect of a protracted neglect 
to make necessary appropriations, the conelu- 
sion has been forced upon the filibusters on 
both sides that steps must be taken, and the 
outcome of to-day’s proceedings was simply the 
indication of a desire to reach a conclusion. 
The conclusion is yet in the future. 

One of the results of the conference of Mon. 
day night was the appointment of a Pacification 
Committee, consisting of five Democrats op- 
posed to the Chicago appropriation and five 
favoring it. These men have put their heada 
together frequently, but nothing came of thein 
consultations until this morning, when it was 
decided that something like the proposition 
offered by Mr. Williams (Dem., IlL,) should be 
made, The objection to this proposition, as re- 
ported last night, was that it seemed to the op- 
ponents of the appropriation as ifit was only a 
scheme to divide the Sundry Civil bill and yet 
compel the House to pass both the Sundry Civil’ 
and the Durborow Fair bills before either of 
them could be allowed to go to the President. 

When the House met there was an understand- 
ing that a caucus was to be held, and at that 
caucus there should be proposed a definite plan 
for getting out of the dead-look. The session of ~ 
the House was short and barren of results. Tha 
Speaker laid before the House responses from 
several,of the members who had been sum- 
moned, each of whom answered that illness 
would prevent him from attending. They were 
excused. After fooling away time in making 
and voting down motions for recess and ad- 
journment, the House at last adjourned in order 
to give the Democrats a chance to meetin 
caucus at 2 o’clock. 

When the caucus met, unusual precautions 
were taken to prevent the newspaper men and 
others from overhearing the talk. The halls 
were cleared in the neighborhood of the House, 
even Director General Davis’s bodyguard of 
lobbyists being driven out with the others, just 
as if they were not specially privileged persons. 
But they stick to Davis, forgetting, as they 
have forgotten for several days, that they have 
been publicly discharged from the employment 
ofthe fair managers as being detrimental to 
the prosperity of the pending appropriation. 
Some of the opponents of the fair a; riation 
were mean enough to assert that the lobbyists, 
having been taken into the service of the fair, 
were opposed to being discharged, and that 
they were hanging on to the Director with 
threats of a blackmailing sort. The menace of 
“ peaching”” makes it awkward for the pro« 
moters of the appropriation to got rid of them 
rudely. 

After the caucus began, Mr. McGann em., 
IlL,) and Mr. Seerley (Dem., Iowa,) were seen 
about the lobby and declared that they were 
not to take part in any caucus or to be bound 
by caucus action. They regarded the proposi- 
tion mooted to be merely a device to deprive 
the fair of the money it had asked for, and, as 
they were resolved to leave no effort untried to 
secure the five-million appropriation, they did 
not care to be embarrassed by the action of the 
other Democrats. When the caucus adjourned, 
which it did after a session of about an hour, 
it was ascertained that they had not gained 
much by remaining out in the hall. 

Soon after the caucus was called to order Mr. 
Bailey of Texas moved that the caucus be 
bound by theaction of a majority upon all 
measures to be proposed and voted upon in the 
House. To this there was objection, and sev- 
eral members, fearing that it would be adopted, 
among whom were Chipman of Michigan and 
Babbitt of Wisconsin, withdrew. 

Mr. Culborson of Texas, for the “ Peace ” 
Committee of Ten, five from each side, brought 
forward the agreement which had been reached 
just before the caucus was held. The proposi- 
tion was as follows: 

This committee submits to the Democrats of the 
House the following proposition, it being under- 
stood that it does not commit any member of the 
committee or of the House for oragainst the World's 
Fair Appropriation: 

First—Kecousider the vote by which the House 
has receded from its disagreement to the Senate 
amendment, and send the Sundry Civil bill back into 
conference. 

Second—That pending the conference on the Sun. 
dry Civil bill, and the amendment appropriating 
$5,000,000, the Durborow bill be taken up, redaced 
to $2,500,000, and that a final vote upon it, without 
interruption, be taken not later than Saiurday, Aug. 
6, at 2 P. M. 

Third—That meantime last year’s sundry civil ap- 
propriation be extended and the power of the House 
be exerted to enforce the attendance of absent mem- 
bers. 

fourth—That whether the Durborow bill, as 
amended, be carried or defeated, the vote thereon 
shall be regarded as a settlement of the question, 
and the Sundry Civil bill shall be considered as 
without the Senate amendments. 

There was & unanimous approval of the pro- 
posed experiment, and the caucus dispersed in 
a frame of mind that was hopeful. Not. so the 
zealous advocates of tne fair, however, who 
fear that they have been forced out of an ad- 
vantageous position and that they have given 
up part only to lose in the end all of the covet« 
ed appropriation. Among the men who have 
been opposed to anything like a loan, but who 
would be willing to help the fair, the promise 
to release the Sundry Civil bill was gratifying, 
and they declared that they would vote for the 
money now that the olub was to be taken from 
their heads. ‘ 

Chicago’s representatives were a little piqued 
to remember that they were to be cut down, 
and they declared that they would come back 
at the beginning of the next session with a re-' 
quest for three or four millions, and insist upon 
having itas agift or asa loan. Many of the 
Chicago people are inclined to believe to-night 
that their chance for an appropriation, 
is gone. And yet it is understood by them 
that the influence that was exerted in 
New-York to change Col. Fellows from ono 
side to the other has been applied success- 
fully to Cummings, and that his latest convic- 
tions accounted for hisdisappearance from the 
ranks of the filibusters on the floor. 

It the Senate holds on to the Sundry Civil bill 
longer than is deemed necessary, or until after 
the expiration of the time for which the appro- 
priations are extended, the blame for stopping 
the whoels of the Government will be upon the 
Republican Party. 





White in the Field to Win. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 3.—The preliminary 
canvas for the Republican Congressional nom- 
ination in the Twentieth District, where the 
majority makes nomination equivalent to elec- 
tion, has grown exceedingly warm. White, the 
chewing-gum magnate, is giving his competi- 
tors, Norton and Burrows, a race that can hard- 
ly failto win. He has pat $10,000 into the 


fight for nomination and promises a larger sum 
for election expenses. As neither of the others 
can compare with him in wealth, he has won 
over “ the boys,” and is practically sure to win, 
notwithstanding the open secret that Congrese- 
man V. A. Taylor is back of him, in the hope of 
securing the patronage of two districts through 
him in event of Republican national success.

PALACIO IN PARIS. 


HE TALKS OF HIS TRIALS AND DE- 
CLARES HE IS 8TILL PRESIDENT. 


Paris, Aug. 3.—The ex-Presidentof Venezuela, 
Dr. Raimundo Andueza Palacio, is stillin Paris, 
accompanied by his family and a few friends. 
He has been further interviewed at the Hotel 
Malesherbes, where he is stopping, in regard to 
his course in Venezuela. He said: 

“TJ have been most unjustly slandered by those 
who do not know me personally and are but ill 
acquainted with my acts as President of Ven- 
ezuela. Nearly all rulers of people have to bear 
a great deal of this, but in my case it has ex- 
ceeded the measure. Ihave been put down as 
aman void of self-respect, viz., a drunkard, 4 
gambler, anda thief. Those who know me are 
perfectly aware that I never pass the limits in 
the use of wine or liquor; that the few houses 
I own have been bought with the proceeds of 
my personal efforts in the exercise of my pro- 
fession as alawyer, and that as to gambling I 
have yet to learn the value of each card. 

“T was elected unanimously, @ thing that had 
mever happened before in my country. It 
stands to reason that a man cannot be chosen 
to rule his country without any opposition if he 
is a debauchee. 

“I was by no means forced to abandon my 
country. Lleft by my own free will, and am as yet 
the only constitutional President of Venezuela. 
My successor, Dr. Guillermo Tell Villegas, is 
simply in charge of the Presidency. If my 
position was not legal, then Dr. Villegas is a de 
facto substitute. Nevertheless, his rights have 
not been contested. Gen. Crespo’s forces have 
been definitively routed, and he is now a fugi- 
tivein the Southern plains. He may continus 
the war as a guerrilla chief, due to the topo- 
graphical conditions of the country, but this 
kind of warfare does not become & man who has 
been a President of the republic and has such a 
glorious record. 

“The revolutionary movement was not 
crushed at its birth on account of Ibarra’s ti- 
midity and Rangel’s inaptitude. 

*Youcan see for yourself that although I 
live with comfort in this hotel there is none of 
the euperfluous luxury that distinguishes the 
residence of a millionaire, as has been the case 
with the apartments taken by other South 
American Presidents who have come to Paris. 

“T am about to add a few remarks to my 
Trinidad manifesto, and I shall have it pub- 
lished as a pamphlet for the benefit of my 
friends.”

LEO’S POLICY TOWARD FRANCE. 


A MORE FRIENDLY RELATION EXISTING 
BETWEEN THE POPE AND THE SULTAN. 


Rome, Aug. 3.—Leo XIII. replies by an in- 
flexible negative to all the parties who have 
been or are trying to detach him from his demo- 
cratic and republican policy toward France. He 
tells every one who approaches him on the sub- 
ject that his duty is to persevere in the great 
design which he considers a historica) mission. 


The other day, receiving M. Luigi Sacchetti, 
who carried the Golden Rose to the Queen of 
Portugal, the oe conversed long with him on 
the situationin France. M. Sacchetti, who has 
just passed some time in Parle, commented on 
the difficulties of the position of the Papal Nuncio 
there and the extentof the oppositionto ere 
policy. The Pope replied with firmness: “ Wo 
xDOW all that, but we will conquer—rinceremo.” 

The negotiations between Turkey and the 
Papacy take every day a more friendly and in- 
timate character. There is reason to hope that 
the Sultan will henceforth abandon his hostile 
attitude toward the Catholic Church, and will 
lend hia support to the work of the anti-slavery 
party, in which Cardinal Lavigerie has taken 
the initiative in the name of the Pope. Until 
now, despite the provisions of the treaty of 
Brussels, the Turks have protected the traffic 
in slaves. The central committee of the anti- 
slave-trade movement is arranging a strict ap- 

lication of the treaty, and rely upon obtaining 
rom Turkey assistance in carrying its pro- 
visions into effect. The committee has the sup- 
port of the French Government for its meas- 
ures.

THE POPE FEARS NO CULTURKAMPYF. 


SURPRISE IN THE VATICAN AT THE 
COURSE OF MGR. CORRIGAN. 


RoE, Aug. 3.—The following comes from a 
high souree in the Vatican: ‘“ Considerable sur- 
ptise has been caused here by an effort of Mgr. 
Corrigan to establish the inexactness of one of 
the statments of the Holy Father in his recent 
letter to the Bishops of the Province of New- 
York. After the consecration of the new Bishop 
of Brooklyn, his Grace of New-York addressed 
a letter to the Holy Father, signed by himsalf 
and some of his suffragans, saying that it had 
come to their knowledge that a threat had been 
made to his Holiness that aculfurkampf would 
break out in Amerioa if his Holiness veutured 
to condemn the arrangements lately made for 
the schools situated in Faribault and Stillwater. 

“In his reply the Holy Father stated distinotly 
that nobody ever made him such a threat. 
Upon receipt of this letter, the Archbishop of 
New-York, in order to prove his point, collested 
anumber of quotations from the memorial of 
the Archbishop of St. Paul and from the letter 
of his Eminence of Baltimore, that seemed to 
bear a different sense, and forwarded them to 


Rome to the members of the Sacred College, 
wrapped upin separate copics of the letter of 
the Pope, in order to show by contrast the mis- 
take of his Holiness. But the quotations are 
not te the point, for in none of them does either 
his Eminence of Baltimore nor his Grace of 
St. Paul ever say to the Pope that in America 4 
culturkampf would follow the condemnation of 
the arrangements for the schools of Faribault 
and Btillwater. They only aliude in a general 
manner to a remote danger overhanging the 
Caurchin Amerioaif certain false pretensions 
made there eee were permitted to grow.

Corrigan in their places in the context. be- 
sides, it is plainly absurd to any refieoting mind 
that in a coyntry as wise and practical as Amer- 
ica the condemnation by the Pope of two small 
schools could provoke a culturkampf.

ST. PETERSBURG. 


DEATH FROM CHOLERA THERE— 
IT APPEARS IN SOUTH RUSSIA. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.—One death has oc- 
curred here from Asiatic cholera. 

At Nijni Novgorod the disease is decreasing 
and many of the workmen who fied in fright 
when the epidemie was at its height are return- 
ing to their homes. The attendance at the fair 
which is held annually at Nijni Novgorod has 
been very small owing to the dread of the dis- 
ease felt by all classes. 

Cholera has appeared in the Government of 
Kursk, in the southern partof European Rusgia. 
It is the most densely populated of any Govern- 
ment in Russia, having an area of 17,382 square 
miles anda population of about 2,500,000 per- 
sons. The epidemic continues to increase in 
Asiatic Russia. 

All the sobools in the country are to remain 
closed until Sept. 1. The course of medical 
lectures in this city will be suspended until 
Nov. 1, in order that the students ay assist 
in combating the scourge in the infected dis- 
tricts. 

After the suppression of the riots in Tashkend 
several thousand insurgent Sarts fied from the 
city and tried to cross the Province of Syr-Daria 
into Ferghana, but were repulsed by the local 
troops. The insurrection has spread to Fer- 
ghana, and the position of the Russians there is 
critical. The Governor General of Turkestan 
refuses to send reinforcements, as there are 
tears for the security of Tashkend, where the 
Moslems threaten to revolt. The Tashkend 
riots were not due solely to cholera, but partly 
to religious excitement caused by orders from 
the Governor interfering with rites in the 
mosques. 


SERLIN, Aug. 3.—The issue of passports from 
Breslau and other frontier places to Russian 


Poland has been restricted. The entry of Rus- 
sian workmen has been forbidden, and Russian 
barges plying en the River Wartha are rigidly 
overhauled.

YACHT-CRUISING FLEET. 


LIKE A NAVAL MANCUVRE THE FAST 
SAILING CRAFT LINED UP IN A 
CALM UNDER CLOUDS OF CANVAS 
—THE WASP FIRST TO CATCH A 


BREEZE—LASCA’S PERFORMANCE. 


NrEw-Lonpon, Conn., Aug. 3.—The second run of 
the New-York Yacht Club to-day was in marked 
contrast to that ot yesterday. When the yachtsmen 
crawled out oftheir bunks this morning at Morris 
Cove the storm which came yesterday from the east- 
ward had all subsided, and in its place thore was left 
no wind atall and smooth water. The fleet in Mor- 
ris Cove was very small. Many of the steamers 
came right through from Glen Cove to this port, and 
the bulk of the sailing fleet put into Black Rook for 
the night at sundown rather than beat down to Mor- 
ris Cove. 

The yachts which were intending to race to-day 
came on this morning, and at 10 o'clock were out- 
side New-Haven Harbor drifting with an ebb tide. 
They dritted out of the harbor, and just as they 
wero heading fot the starting line drawn between the 
steam yacht Ituna and a flaginone of the Ituna’s 
boats anchored @ short distance away, a nice breeze 
Sprang up from the northwest. It looked as though 
thero would bea fine breeze from that quarter all 
day, but these indications did not lastlong. The 
northwest wind reached out only about a quarter of 
& mile from shore, and proved fickle at that, Just 
outside of its reach was a flat calm which preceded 


a steady sou’-sou’ west breeze that struck the yachts 
olf Sachem’s Head and brought them into this port. 
These conditions were peculiar, and resalied ina 
singular arrangement of the fieet, and more singular 
movements on the part of several yachts. 

When the yachts came to the starting line, the 
saw behind them that part of the tleet which ha 
staid at Black Rook over night. These had figured 
os pee down in time tor the start, but the wind 
had gono back on thom, 60 they were handicapped, 
and Many that rhaps would have raced cid no 
cross the line. he run was thirty-nine miles, the 
finish ng off New-London light. It was a race 
times being taken by the Regatia Committee aboard 
the Ituna, With working topsails aloft and every 
stitch of light canvas that could be used to ad- 
Vantage set, the fleet went over the line with the 
wind blowing steadily over the port quarter. Club 
topsails are barred on the races from port to port. 

The famous forty-six-footer, Gloriana, went over 
first with balloon jibtopsail and balloon jib drawing. 
She was out for Pacing to-day for the first time this 
year, and had in her oiass the new Herreshoff boat 

Jasp and last year’s Burgess boat Sayonara. The 
schooner Gevalia went across second and the Wasp. 
which had played for a storn position successfully, 
wasthird. The Burgess schooner Quickstep came 
next under a cloud of canvass. Her great balloon 
jibtopsail and balloon maintopmast staysail, besides 
her six ordinary sails, made her a spleudid spectacis 
Still, she was no more impusing than the rest of the 
schooners. The Constellation really carried off the 

alm in the amount of cloth spread. Astern of the 
Raickatep came the Sayonara. She had no racing num- 
ber up, but was init totry her old rival, Gloriana, 
again any way,littie eup posing that she would be the 
only sloop in the fleet to chase the Wasp nearly all 
the way. The schooner Agaiea wound up the class 
that started with the firat division. She was handi- 
capped thirty seconds. In her class were the Quick- 
step and Geralia. 

The first to cross with the second division ten min- 
utes after the first was the new Cary Smith schooner 
Lasosa. She went over with water boiling under 
her lee and with an immense spread of new white 
canvas above her shiny black hull. The rest of the 
yachts that were not handicapped Crossed in the 
tollowing ‘order: Fortuna, Alert, Katrina, Merlin, 
Dauntless, Ventura, Marguerite, Comanche, Alox#a, 
(Bnone, Atiautic, and Fanny. 

The others were handicapped. They crossed in 
the following order, the amount of their handicap 
also being given: Shamrock, 1 minute 5 seconds; 
Iroqaois, 1 minute 56 seconds; Constellation, 2 
minutes 37 seconds; Gracie, 2 minutes 38 seconds; 
Coronet, 3 minutes 52 seconds; Ramona, 4 minutes; 
Liris, 17 minutes 40 seconds; Phantom, 7 minutes 
50 seconds, and Clara, 21 minutes 20 seconds. Th 
boate that were racing together were in Class 1 o 
schooversa—Cormijet, Dauntless, Ramona, and Con. 
stejlation. In//Class 2 of schooners Fortune 
h a waikJver.

Olass 4 of 
sloops—Veutura, a waik-over. Class 5 of sloops— 
Clara, ® walk-over. Class 6 of sloops—Wasp, Glori- 
ana, and Sayonora. Class 7 of sloops—Liris, a walk- 
over. 

It appears that the Shamrock is just over seventy 
feet as a schooner, and is going to try to save her 
time from the Marguerite, (Enone, and Iroquois. 
This, by the way, is a clever move on the part of her 
owner, J. Rogers Maxwell, who, if he raced in the 
seventy-fcot schooner class, would have to allow time 
to the Quickstep, one of the fastest schooners afloat. 
The yachts, after a across the line, sailed along 
smoothly fora mile, being well strung out for s0 
large @ fleet, but in ten minutes after the start 
all had run into acaim streak half a mile long or 
more. The little fellows ahead had not momeatum 
enough to carry them far, so the big ones came 
up with them, and soon all were abreast of each 
other in a line a mile long. As fast as one of the 
stern boats came up, she took her position in the line 
as though a naval mauvcuvre were being executed 
and it had all been planned and practiced weeks be- 
forehand. On the left, and in shore, were the 
Graote, Ventura, Sayonara, Phantom, Dauntless, At- 
lantic, Wasp, Fanny, Gloriana, Merlin, and Ramona, 
in the order named, and then came the Katrina, 
Quickstep, Azalea, Comanche, Marguerite, Sham- 
rock, Aloza, Lasca, Fortuna, Constellation, Mon- 
tauk,and Aleért,the Alert being on the extreme 
ry? and furthest from shore, It was a navai sight. 
All drifted together fora time with the tide. The 
Wasp, Fanny, and Gracie got into some kind of con- 
fasion, but pushing, shoving, and hauling got them 
apart. The Fanny caught her boomin the Gracie’s 

ort shroud and carried away the cap, but aside 
rom this no damage was done. 

Pretty soon a breath of air camo, but it acted so 
strangely no one knew what to make of it. It 
struck first one yacht and then another, and there 
Was a succession of spurts. Firat the Shamrock 
would feel a breeze and forge ahead; then the Mar- 
guerite, and so on. Meanwhile the Alort was hav- 
ing @ little sideshow ali by herself. Her balloon-jib 
pene and main topmast staysail were suddenly 
filled aback, and the latter had to be en in. Then 
ie jibing of her main boom showed unmistakably 
bat there was a current of air coming from the 
gouthward. She lutfed out to catoh it, and the Lasc 
Alow#a, Fortuna, and Constellation jibed over an 
luffed after her. 

The yachts in shore were all the while luffing the 
other way to get into the breeze coming off s = 
while these in the middle could do nothing but 
await developments.

THE TRANS-MISSOURI CASE. 


-ARGUMENTS ENDED—THE JUDGE’S DE- 
CISION TO BE GIVEN IN OCTOBER. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Aug. 3.—The ond of the most 
important railroad case—the United States va. The 
Tranus-Missourl Freight Association—ever tried in 
the West was reached this afternoon after three 
days’ argument by the leading attorneys west of the 
Mississippi River. Mr. George R. Peck of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé closed his argument 
this foronoon, having occupied the attention of the 
court since yesterday afternoon. He was followed 
by N. H. Loomis of the Union Pacitio and J. F. 


Vaile of the Denver and Rio Grande, the Hon, 
8. R. Peters of Kansas closing tho argument for the 
United States. 

The proposition was established by Mr. Peck that 
theso freight associations aré authorized by the 
Inter-State Cominerce act on specified terms, that 
the Sherman Anti-‘frust act is not amendatory nor 
does it repeal the former, therefore, its provisions 
can in no case disturb nor cancel the act under 
which these associations work. Another poiut wade 
was that the rules of the Trans-Missour! and like as- 
sociations have in contemplation the regulation and 
reduction of freight rates, and in no case has provis- 
ion been made for any advancement of the same; 
e#lso that these associaiions being formed only ly 
unaniwous action of the roads interested, and all de- 
crees made by unanimous vote, auy single company 
simply makes association officers its agents as or- 
ganized bodies. 

They have no power, and cannot control the work- 
ings of any company. The work of the association is 
butto simplify and unify railway transportation, 
and by unanimous action to prevent ruinous rate 
wars, ‘The associations donot bind their members 
nor do they cause any restraint of trade, as cach 
strives for all it can get.

The Allgemeines Schuetzenfest, which is now being 
held at Cypress Hills Park, Long Island, is the cause 
of much excitement among German marksmen. 
Ever since the festival opened on Sunday last the 
members of the United Shooting Societies have been 
running up scores on the 600-foot range, each in 
hope of being crowned King of the Festival on 
Saturday. 

There are over 600 medals and cash prizes await- 
ing the most skillful marksmen, but the star prize of 
the lot is the gold medal given for the best score over 
the long distance. Tickets entitling the holder to 
three shots are on sale at $1 each. The medal will 
be awarded to the marksman making the largest 
score out of a possible 75 points. 

The leaders up to yesterday were Frederick Eisele, 
who has 63 points to his credit, and A. Jargosch, 
who Expert Rifle-Shot “Gus” Zimmerman 
is a daily visitor to the festival, and declared to his 
friends yesterday thaton Friday he would shoot and 
win the King’s Prize. 

On the festival range, where other medals are shot 
for, there is aiso much shooting. Out of nine shots it 
is — to make a score of 162 points. If a shooter 
makes the full score on the first three tickets, he is 
entitled to a silver medal, but if he fails to make the 
required score on the firat three, he buys moreand 
shoots until he gets one. A score of 324 points en- 
titles the marksman to a gold medal.

SARATOGA, Aug. 3.—The sun came out bright and 
early this morning, the atmosphere being decidedly 
cooler on account of yesterday’srain. Bright and 
early the second day’s play in the tennis tournament 
began, and befere night commendable progress had 
been made toward clearing up the list in both the 
State championship singles and the national cham- 
pionship doubles.

Itis of especial in- 
terest from the fact that this is Knapp’s firet publio 
appearance this season, and he is generally looked 
upon as a very prominent candidate for the Newport 
championship. Stevens also by his victories earlier 
in the year has earned the right to be considered 
@ dangerous competitor for national hon- 
ore. It was a very pecuilar contest from 
start to finish and one that will encourage the ada- 
herents of Knapp. When the play commenced, with 
E. L. Hall in the referee’s chair, it was seen that 
Stevens was unusually wild and uncertain in his 
strokes, while Knapp was hitting the ball with as 
much, if not more accuracy and speed than he did 
last year. The Hoboken player did not seem at all 
eure in his returns, putting many balls into the net, 
® most unusual thing with him. Knapp, on the con- 
trary, was playing that same “get-there”’ game of 
hie, and was making most of his returns off the 
ground, in imitation of Stevens’s style. Knapp won 
nine straight games in spite all his apqsaens® efforts 
to oy! him, thus getting the first set love, and hav- 
ing a lead of three games love on the second set. He 
only lacked three games to win the match and shut 
his opponent out entirely. Stevens now won a game, 
and then Knapp increased his lead to an apparently 
eure thing at 4—1l. The next two games went to 
Stevens, but Knapp, by taking the next, had the 
score at 5—3. Now was seen Stevens's marvelous 
up-hill play, and he slowly and surely ran three 
games, taking the lead amid applause at 6—5, and 
after losing one game he took the set at 8—6. Score, 
one set each. 

Koapp had all this time been playing mostly at the 
base line, and had really beaten Stevens at the lat- 
ter’s own style of game, Knapp seeming to be afraid 
of being passed, and running to the net only on a 
very safe opening. The thirdand deciding set saw 
Stevens win the first two games, but his opponent 
was playing stubborn tennis, and three and four 
games all were sengee very scored. The ninth 
game wae most hotly fought, Knapp finally winning 
it by a phenomenal return of a difficult shot. On the

The President’s Message of Veto. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The President’s mes- 
sage, returning without his approval the Senate 
bill to amend the act of March 3, 1887, in rela- 
tion to bringing suits against the Government 
for land patents, was laid before the Senate to- 
day. Init, President Harrison says that if he 
may judge fromthe very limited discussion of 


this measure in Congress, the sweeping effects 
of.it upon the administration of the public 
lands can hardly have been fully realized. This 
administration has always been an executive 
function. The jurisdiction of the courts as to 
contesting claims for patents has awaited the 
action of the General Land Office. The work of 
the Land Office during tne last three years has 
been so efficient and sofriendly tothe bona 
fide settler that the large accumulation of cases 
has been swept away. It seems to him that the 
transfer of this business to the courts cannot 
tend to expedition. For the Territories he sees 
no other forum than the Court of Claims at 
Washington, and the bringing of cases there 
would promote hardship. He finds the bill so 
radical and so indefinite that he cannot give it 
his approval.

The report of the Finance Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen on the tax levy of 
the present year fixes the rate of taxation 
at 1.85 per cent., which is below the low 
rate of last year, and the lowest in thirty 
years. of course, due to the in- 
crease in the valuation of property, which 
amounts to more than $42,000,000. The 
valuation is considerably more than three 


This is, 


times as great as it was thirty years ago. 
There isno very material increase in the 
final estimate of expenses for the current 
year over those of last year. The total is 
less than $36,000,000, of which $3,000,000 
is provided by the General Fund. The 
allowances, apart from the State tax, the 
amount required by the Sinking Fund, and 
for interest on the bonded debt, is about 
$25,000,000. There are, however, various 
public improvements, including a large 
amount of paving, which are provided for 
by the issue of new bonds, 





The various Republican committees 
whose headquarters are in this city are 
finding it extremely difficult to harmonize. 
The County Committee at its meeting on 
Tuesday night found itself divided into 
two distinct factions—one led by Chairman 
BROOKFIELD, who is also: Chairman of 
the State Committee, and the other by 
Judge “Jaxn” Patrerson. The Patter- 
gon men carried their point by defeat- 
ing the effort to reorganize under the new 
apportionment and provide for thirty 
district leaders instead of twenty-four. 
It was not proposed to recognize the va- 
lidity of the apportionment law by organiz- 
ing in thirty Assembly districts, but only 
to add six additional leaders to be dis- 
tributed among the most populous of the 
old districts up town. The Patterson men 
seem to be counting on a decision of the 
Court of Appeals against the constitution- 
ality of the Apportionment act, but no de- 
cision is likely to be reached before next 
October, and then if the law should be sus- 
tained there will be confusion in the 
Republican ranks, with the election 
close at hand. Mr. BrookrikLp does 
not seem to be in a cheerful frame 
of mind. It is hard te get his State 
Committee at work at all, and he 
finds his County Committee intract- 
able. Everything seems to be waiting on 
the efforts to placate PLatr and the re- 
sumption of coutrol over the machine by 
the old “boss.” Hiscock is now at hand 
and is supposed to be the bearer of a new 
and more promising olive branch from the 
President. Whether it isto bear fruit or 
nothing but leaves remains to be seen. 


Some of our Republican friends recentiy 
digged a pitimto which they have fallen 
’ 


and are now lying very quiet, fearing any 


attempt to get out may attract attention 
to their plight. It wasin this wise: They 
declared that the only objection the South 
had to a Force bill was that it would en- 
able negroes to vote, and that would lead 
to negro domination. In Alabama the 
negroes would vote, because the anti- 
Democratic white men would protect them 
by force if necessary, and this showed that 
what the South feared in the Force bill 
was Republican domination. Well, the 
election has been held in Alabama, the 
negroes have voted freely and in large 
numbers, as our Republican friends said 
that they would, and the Democratic ticket 
is elected by over 40,000 majority. Per- 
haps these unfortunate organs may get 
hold of the truth after a while, that what 
the South—and the great majority in the 
North as well—hate and detest in the Force 
bill is the arbitrary and uncontrolled 
power that it would put into the hands of 
an army of Federal officials, by which 
the rights of all voters, white and black, 
would be seriously endangered, For their 
own peace of mind we trust that this 
knowledge may soon be attained by them. 
For any other reason it is a matter of very 
little consequence, because nothing is more 
certain than that a Force bill like Mr. 
Lodge’s will never become a law. 

lt is likely that the record of the City of 
Paris will stand until next year. The 
Teutonic was the likeliest ship to break it, 
and the Teutonic has just failed to do so, 
by reason, as her people say, of an acci- 
dent, although she has made a very re- 
markable passage and has established a 
new record for a single day’s run. 
August is the most favorable month 
for record-breaking, however, and August 
is but just begun. The City of New-York is 
a close rival of the City of Paris, and the 
Majestic of the Teutonic. It is possible that 
one of these magnificent ships may succeed 
in lowering the time of the transatlantic 
passage to the “five days” which is now 
the goal of shipbuilders and navigators, 
though it is not probable that any of them 
will experience more favorable conditions 
than those enjoyed by the City of Paris and 
the Teutonic.

The Tribune has discovered that great 
prosperity reigns at Fall River, Mass., the 
chief seat of the cotton cloth spinning in- 
dustry in New-England, and is sure that it 
is due to the effect of the McKinley bill, as 
the comparison of figures for 1890 and 1892 
proves to its satisfaction. The chief prod- 
uct of the Fall River mills is cotton cloth 
embraced‘“under Schedule I. of the Act of 
1890, by which the duties were reduced by 
from 11 per cent. to 20 per cent. as com- 
pared with the tariff previously in force. 
Was the increased prosperity of Fall River 
mills due to this reduction ? 














THE WORLD’S FAIR DEAD- LOCK. 

There is nothing in the least creditable 
to either party or to either branch of Con- 
gress in the treatment of the proposition 
to appropriate $5,000,000 in aid of the 
World’s Fair. The proper course was to 
deal with the proposition directly on its 
merits, as it was presented in the Durborow 
bill. Then, if a majority of both houses 
could be obtained in favor of the measure 
its epponents would have been bound to 
accept the result cheerfully, and if it was 
defeated in either house it would have 
been because a majority was clearly against 
it, and the result would have been equally 
conclusive. But action on the Durborow 
bill was delayed with evident purpose, 
and the supporters of the appropriation 
had it tacked as a “rider” upon the last of 
the appropriation bills in the Senate in 
order that the necessity for providing for 
important branches of the public service 
and the desire to reach an adjournment 
might induce its acceptance, however re- 
luctantly. This gave its opponents an ad- 
ditional excuse for resisting the proposal. 
Some professed to oppose it on principle as 
unconstitutional and others on grounds of 
economy, but the effort at coercion by put- 
ting it upon a regular appropriation bill 
near the close of the session afforded an ad- 
ditional ground of objection. 

Nevertheless, after the first disagreement 
between the Senate and House a majority 
of the latter actually voted to recede from 
its objection to the Senate amendment to 
the Sundry Civil bill embodying the 
World’s Fair appropriation. This should 
have been accepted as settling the ques- 
tion, and there is no excuse for the filibus- 
tering set up by a small knot of objectors 
to defeat the will of the majority. One ex- 
cuse given is that the vote was not that of 
the majority of the whole House, as a large 
number of members were absent; but that 
makes no difference. Most of these mem- 
bers could have been present if they had 
taken sufficient interest in the public 
business to attend to their duties. The 
action of last week was taken by a quorum 
of the House, and the majority was just as 
valid as if every member had been in his 
seat. 

Yesterday there was a caucus of the 
Democratic members of the House, and 
a compromise devised by a committee 
of ten was agreed to, but was not made 
binding upon the party. Naturally, this is 
not satisfactory to either side in the con- 
troversy. It is, in effect, that the House re- 
consider the vote receding from its disa- 
greement to the Senate amendment and 
send the Sundry Civil bill back to confer- 
ence, and, pending the conference, take up 
the Durborow bill, cutting the appropria- 
tion down one-half, and bring it to a final 
vote not later than 2 o’clock on Saturday. 
Meautime last year’s Sundry Civil appro- 
priations are to be further extended, and, 
whatever the result of the action on the 
Durborow bili, it shall be taken as settling 
the World’s Fair appropriation, and the 
Sundry Civil bill shall be considered as 
without the Senate amendment. 

To these who have opposed the World’s 
Fair appropriation on the ground that the 
Government has no constitutional right to 
grant public money in aid of such an un- 
dertaking the objection is not lessened by 
diminishing the amount. For the objectors 
on the score of economy it is a picayune 
business to cut the allowance in two. If 





the Government is to give ite nid to the 


World’s Fair it should be on a decent scale 


and in a liberal spirit, and to a sufficient 
extent to relieve the managers of their 
embarrassment and give assurance of suc- 
cess. Naturally, the advocates of the appro- 
priation are not satisfied with $2,500,000, 
after they have been urging that $5,000,000 
is really insufficient and that $7,000,000 
is needed. Moreover, there is no assurance 
that the proposed compromise will put an 
end to filibustering, though it may increase 
the odium incurred by keeping itup. In 
fact, such intractable members as Kuir- 
GORE, BAILEY, and ANTHONY of Texas are 
threatening to filibuster against the modi- 
fied Durborow bil), and DurBoRow and 
McGann of Chicago seem almost disposed 
to join them on account of their dissatis- 
faction with the amount to be allowed and 
their desire to stick to the Senate amend- 
ment of the Sundry Civil bill. 


The whole performance in the House in 
dealing with this proposition is thoroughly 
discreditable and calculated to fill the pub- 
lic mind with disgust at the action of those 
concerned in the effort to defeat the will of 
the majority and disappoint the expecta- 
tions of the people with reference to Gov- 
ernment support for the World’s Fair. 


THE CELEBRATION AT PALOS. 


The celebration yesterday at Palos, in 
Spain, was the prelude of the various “‘ Co- 
lumbian Expositions” that will occupy the 
attention of the civilized world for the 
next year and a half. It is unfortunate 
that the commemoration of the starting of 
COLUMBUS on the bravest and most ad- 
venturous voyageever made by man should 
have been marred by what seems to have 
been a misunderstanding. For really it was 
the departure, and not the arrival, which 
makes the (first voyage memorable 
and illustrious as an example of human 
courage and of human faith. If there had 
been no America to be discovered the de- 
parture of COLUMBUS would have been as 
sublime as it now is, when it has added a 
new world to the old, a new world even 
now comparable in interest to the old, in 
which the problems of human life and hu- 
man civilization are being wrought out 
in ways that arc in some respects far more 
promising and full of hope than the solu- 
tions of them that have been reached in 
the Eastern Hemisphere. But what makes 
CoLumBus a hero is not that he found 
America, but that he sought it, or rather 
that he sought a waterway around the 
globe, which was what he expected to find. 
It was that he put forth into the unknown, 
with afaith as great as that which a man 
would nowshow if he gave himself to be pro- 
jected into space upon the chance of land- 
ing upon another planet, and that he had 
contrived to infect with his own faith, as 
the custom of great pioncers is, those who 
were able to bear the charges of his ad- 
venture, The setting forth of the squadron 
of caravels from Palos is one of the great 
events in the history of mankind, and it 
concerns all mankind that it should be fit- 
tingly celebrated. 


In this country, far too little attention 
has been paid to the series of celebrations 
projected by Spain. We have, indeed, ar- 
ranged that the caravel, an exact reproduc- 
tion of the caravel of CoLumBus, which 
yesterday ran the gauntlet of congratulat- 
ing war ships of all nations, after repeat- 
ing the voyage of CoLuMBUS, shall visit the 
shores of the great continent which he gave 
to the world of his time, and shall form one 
of the attractions of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion of the United States. Butthe managers 
ofthe Chicago Fair have apparently not 
been aware of the very great interest and 
attractiveness of the exhibitions that are 
to be held at Madrid during the coming 
Autumn. We must acknowledge that the 
“Latin nations” have received in larger 
measure than the Anglo-Saxons the gift of 
pageant making. The Chicago Fair, so far 
as we now know aboutit, is to bea World’s 
Fair of the pattern that has become fa- 
miliar during the forty years that have 
elapsed since the first World’s Fair was 
held in London. It will have some special 
advantages as giving a more complete ex- 
hibition of the resources and the industries 
of the United States than has ever been 
made before. It will have seme special 
disadvantages arising from the impression 
that has been produced by our commercial 
legislation upon foreign manufacturers, 
who would ordinarily be relied upon to 
contribute some of the most attractive and 
interesting exhibits of a World’s Fair. 
But in its excellences and in its defects it 
will be a World’s Fair, with comparatively 
little to call to mind its special purpose asa 
commemoration of the discovery of Amer- 
ica. Nowit happens that it is precisely 
this purpose that the projectors of the 
Madrid exhibitions have proposed to them- 
selves and have kept steadily in view. 
These exhibitions, therefore, will not con- 
stitute a World’s Fair inthe ordinary sense, 
but they will constitute a ‘‘ Columbian Ex- 
position.” In no other capital of Europe 
than Madrid could such an exposition 
be so successfully arranged, because in no 
other are there the same facilities for col- 
lecting the objects of exhibition. All 
Spain and all Spanish America will be 
levied upon with a thoroughness and per- 
fection which it would be quite out of the 
question for any other than the Spanish 
Nation to attain. The two exhibitions re- 
spectively showing the civilization of 
Europe and of America at the time of the 
discovery will be very well worth going to 
Madrid to see. 

There is in this fact a suggestion that 
ought not to be lost upon the projectors of 
the fair at Chicago, Very few Americans 
will beable tosee the exhibitions at Madrid, 
but there does not seem to be any good rea- 
son why these exhibitions should not be 
imported entire, or virtually so, for the 
entertainment and instraction of all the 
Americans who will visit Chicago next 
year If this can be managed, it will 
supply to the Chicago Fair the one 
distinctive feature which it very 
greatly needs. There will be ample 
time, after the close of the exhibitions at 
Madrid, for the transfer and arrangement 
of the collections in time for the opening 
at Chicago, and they are collections that 
are not likely to be rivaled in historical 





interest by any devices within our power, 





Certainly the managers at Chicago should 
take this matter into serious consideration.

JOHN P. HALE. 


It is fitting that the statue of JoHN P. 
HALE, just crected by his son-in-law, Sen- 
ator CHANDLER, should have a place in the 
State House yard at Concord, the capital 
of the State which he represented at Wash- 
ington, first as a Congressman and then as 
a Senator. In no other New-Hampshire 
man’s life, not excepting even DANIEL 
WEBSTER’s, may the people of the Granite 
State find solider ground for State pride. 
Mr. HALE was one of the great men of his 
time, and that is saying much, for his pub- 
lic career covered the period in which was 
fought out the contest which culminated 
in the war of the rebellion. There doubt- 
less were profounder men than Mr. HALE 
in that period—althongh he had a strong 
and well-disciplined mind—but there was 
no man of all his contemporaries who over- 
matched him in courage and resoluteness. 
It was by the consecration of his powers to 
the anti-slavery cause and by his unswerv- 
ing adherence to what he conceived to be 
the line of his duty that he made himself a 
man of the Nation before he reached his 
fortieth year. 

The crisis of his life came when as a Con- 
gressman he faced the question of the 
annexation of Texas. The position that he 
took upon this matter was regarded with 
disfavor by his constituents, and he heard 
from them. Replying to their protests, hoe 
wrote that if they did not approve of 
his course they would better nominate an- 
other man to be his successor. That very 
thing they did. They had already made 
Mr. HALE a candidate for re-election, but 
they held a second convention, in which 
they repudiated him, denouncing him as a 
traitor to his party. Nota word of regret 
came from Mr, Hare for the course which 
had precipitated this action, but when 
Congress adjourned he went home and 
announced himself as an independent 
candidate. He failed of election, but so 
did the regularly nominated candidate of 
his party, and Mr. HALE was well satisfied, 
seeing that he had defeated the Democratic 
Party in a fair contest in which he had 
squarely met the issue. This outcome of 
the campaign was far more than he had 
hoped for at first. In the beginning he had 
regarded himself more as a propagandist 
than as a candidate. 

It was very early in this campaign that 
he had that memorable meeting with 
FRANKLIN PIERCE in the Old North Church 
at Concord. Mr. Hate had been invited 
by a few of his friends to make a speech in 
vindication of his course in Congress. He 
found the church packed with an audience 
that was far from friendly to him. His 
address took the form of an out-and-out 
anti-slavery argument. Not a word of 
apology was in it; not the sign of an 
acknowledgment of error; not one conces- 
sionary sentence. Mr. Pierce followed 
with a review of Mr. HaLz’s address—a re-“* 
view full of spirited denunciation, at times 
almost cruel in its severity. At the close 
came a taunt in which Mr. HALE was re- 
minded of his prompt repudiation by his 
constituents and was warned that per- 
sistence in his course would result in his 
permanent retirement from publiclife. Mr. 
Hae could hardly contain himself as these 
last words were speaking. As Mr. PIERCE 
finished, he leaped upon the seat of the 
pew where he had been sitting, faced the 
great audience, and burst into speech. He 
spoke for about five minutes, and one who 
heard him has lately said that in that five 
minutes he was moved by the ‘‘most mar- 
velous eloquence that ever fell from 
human lips.” In closing, Mr. HALE said: 

“When filial affection shall erect a humble 
monument to show where rest my mortal re- 
mains, I wish upon it no other epitaph than 
this: ‘Here lies one who surrendered office, 
place, and power rather than bow down and 
worship slavery.’” 

The next year Mr. HALE was chosen a 
member of the Legislature and was made 
Speaker of the House. The same year he 
was elected United States Senator by a 
combination of men of different parties. 
He was but forty-one years old when he 
entered the United States Senate, the only 
one of his kind, the sole representative in 
that body of the anti-slavery sentiment 
ofthe country. Referring to Mr. HALr’s 
election as Speaker of the New-Hampshire 
House of Representatives, and anticipat- 
ing his election as United States Senator, 
the poet, WHITTIER, wrote a letter in 1846 
in which he said: 

“He has succeeded and his success has broken 
the spell which has hitherto held reluctant 
Democracy in the embraces of slavery. The 
tide of anti-slavery feeling, long held back by 
the dams and dikes of party, has at last broken 
over all barriers and is working down from 
your Northern mountains upon the slave-oursed 
South, as if Niagara stretched its foam and 
thunder along the whole length of Mason and 
Dixon's line. Let the first wave of that North- 
ern flood as it dashes against the walls of the 
Capitol bear thither for the first time an anti 
slavory Senator.” 

No doubt this language seemed extrava- 
gant to those who read it when it was 
newly written, but certainly it was pro- 
phetic. The young man who had made so 
bold and gallant a fight in his own State 
was destined for a great and influential 
career in the Senate of the United States. 
The story of his work at Washington is an 
important part of the history of the coun- 
try. Fearing nobody, always ready to 
meet an emergency, invariably earnest, 
intrepid, and aggressive, he justified the 
expectations which his election as a Sen- 
ator had aroused. Excepting two years he 
was a member of the Senate up to 1865, so 
that it was permitted him to see the work 
completed in the inauguration of which he 
had participated. He was fortunate 
enough, too, to live to know that he, who 

at one time had been despised and hated 
by thousands of persons all over the coun- 
try, had at last won the respect and admi- 
ration of the great American people by his 
manly independence and his magnificent 
courage. 


The lesson of Mr. HALe’s life is easily | 


read. His career is a striking instance of 
the high regard which the common people 
have for men who are fearless in the-exer- 
cise of the functions of public office. The 
average American citizen has no place in 
his heart for the coward, but ho esteems. 


nothing too good to give the man who is 
willing to sacrifice himself rather than 
forego a principle.

PERCY BYSSHE SHELLEY. 


The writer of this article was staying with 
friends in Sussex a few years ago, and was 
driven over by them to see Shelley’s birth- 
place, some two miles from the village of 
Horsham, known as Field Place. It was a 
plain double house, very yellow looking, such 
as might have been the home of a substastial 
Squire, a decidedly less imposing building than 
would be suggested by the picture of it in 
Prof. Dowden’s “ Life of Shelley.”” It stood in 
the midst of some acres of grass, very tall and 
rank; there was no pretension to a lawn. 

In walking about the place,one thought of the 
snake Shelley is said to have here tended and 
loved as a child. The long grasses seemed a 
natural habitat for such a creature. This at- 
tachment has been mentioned as a cause of the 
fondness which the poet afterward showed for 
serpents. It will be remembered that in the 
“Revolt of Islam” the tirst canto opens with a 
grand description of a strife in mid-air between 
an eagle and a serpent. Contrary to what 
would be supposed, the serpent is in this case 
the good emblem, while the eagle is the repre- 
sentative of tyrannical power. 

One hundred years ago to-day Shelley was 
born in this house. Peroy Bysshe Shelley—the 
name Bysshe saould be pronounced in cone 
syllable—appears to have been of an old Sussex 
family. Mr. Forman, indeed, seems to say that 
the poet’s family were not of the old Sussex 
Shelleys; that they were very recent people, 


and, until the lifetime of the poet’s grandfather, 
bot much above farmers. There is no doubt 
Shelley’s ancestors immediately preceding the 
time of his grandfather were not at ail dis- 
tinguished. But Prof. Dowden, who is the most 
recent and the best authority on Shelley, as- 
serts that Shelley’s ancestry has been traced to 
Sir William Shelley, brother of sir Thomas, 
‘that was attalnted for endeavoring to set up 
King Richard I1.’’ The branch of the family 
to which the poet belonged was descended from 
an Edward Shelley of Worminghurst, who died 
in the year of the Spanish Armada, and who 
was a son of Mr. John Shelley of. Michelgrove. 

The fortunes of this branch of the family were 
not at all flourishing until they were resusci- 
tated by the poet's grandfather. The poet's 
grandfather was born in Newark, N. J., toward 
the middle of the last century, his father having 
come there from England early in the century, 
and having practiced medicine. This man, the 
poet’s great-grandfather, has been described as 
a kind of a quack doctor. We have looked up 
these New-Jersey Shelleys in State, county, an 
Newark histories with no result. The first half 
of the last century in a country so new as ours 
was along time ago. If he was a quack dootor, 
his contemporaries probably did not think it 
worth while making a record of him. He was 
perhaps not recognized as one of the Sussex 
Shelleys. As his son went back to England 
about the middle of the last century, he proba- 
bly left no American descendants, and there 
was no one to keep from oblivion the memory 
of the quack doctor. 

There is, indeed, a story that the doctor's son, 
Bysshe Shelley, who was a much-marrying man, 
had married and buried an American wife be- 
fore he left Newark. Butthis must have been 
&@ very youthful episode of his career, for he was 
not more than twenty-one years of age when he 
married Mary Michell, a Sussex helress, who 
was the poet’s grandmother. Bysshe Shelley 
was six feet in height and a very handsome, 
stately, ambitious, and successful fellow. He 
was a widower with three children at thirty. 
He married another heiress, Miss Sidney, 
a daughter of the owner of Penshurst and 
@ member of Sir Philip Sidney’s family. 
That this wasa great stroke of luek for the 
quack doctor’s son may be easily imagined by 
any one who bas seen Penshurst. We believe 
that he first met the lady in Hyde Park, and 
that, after a due amount of ogling and a certain 
number of clandestine meetings, he succeeded 
in persuading her that he wanted her and not 
her money—a point upon which the acutest of 
her sex ia liable to deception. Bysshe Shelley 
was made a Baronet by the Whigs in 1806. 

Field Place had come to him through his firat 
marriage. Bysshe's son ‘limothy lived here, hav- 
ing married in October, 1791, the poet’s mother, 
a Miss Pilfoid, who was a rare beauty. The 
poet had one brother and several sisters. The 
brother was so much younger than himself as 
hot to be acompanion for him, but he seems to 
have been very happy in the company of his 
sisters. He was an imaginative child, rather 
fond of fun, and with a taste for harmless prac- 
tical jokes. At ten years old he was sent to 
Zion House Academy, near Brentford. He was 
at this time tall for his age, slight, with abun- 
dant rich brown curls, a girl’s complexion, 
fair and ruddy, and luminous large 
blue eyes. He was not happy at school, 
not being able to hold hia own against the 
British schoolboy. But he scems on occasion 
to have been able to play the part of the British 
schoolboy himeelf; here is a perfectly authen- 
ticated incident in which he does not appear as 
such anangel. Mr. W. C. Gellibrand, who died 
in 1884, ninety-two years old, and who was 
Shelley’s schoolmate at Brentford, said that he 
once had a nonsense Latin verse to write and 
was puzzling over his task, when Shelley said, 
‘‘Tlldo it for you,” and took hissiate. The 
little boy ran out to pley and only came bak j 
time to hand up his slate to the master witho 
copying the verse or evenseeing it. Tho master 
calied him up and he found that the verse on 
the slate was: 

“ Hoa ego versiculos scripsi, sed non ego fecl.”” 

(I wrote these little verses, but I did not make them.) 

For this little Gellibrand was flogged, but he 
«took it out of Shelley. Mr. Gellibrand used to 
describe Shelley as “like a girlin boy’s clothes, 
fighting with open hands and rolling on the 
floor when flogged, not from the pain, but from 
a sense of indignity.” it was, in the opinion of 
Prof. Dowden, almost certainly at Zion House 
Academy, and not at Eton, that there came to 
him in # moment of time a sense of the misery 
of the world’s oppressors and oppressed which 
he expressed in this well-known stanza: 

* Thoughts of great deeds were mine, dear friend, 
when first 

The clouds which wrap this world from youth did 

a838; 

I ae remewber well the hour which burst 

My spirit’s sieep. A fresh May dawn it was, 
When I walked forth upon the glittering grass 
And wept, I knew not why: until there rose 
From the near schoolroom Voices that, alas! 
Were but one echo from a world of woes, 

The harsh and grating strife of tyrants and of 

foes.” 

At Eton Shelley was, in his own way, an 
eager scholar. He read enthusiastically, and 
was devoted to natural science. His Kton lite 
seems not to have been without happy 
moments, but he was dreadfully baited 
by the schoolboys. A “Shelley bait” 
was a reguiar Eton amusewent. To surround 
“Mad Shelley” in the halls and tease and 
persecute himuntilthe desired paroxysm of 
rage was brought on seems to have been one of 
the ameliorations of theennui of school life. 
His schoolfellow Capi. Gronow says that he 
once appeared inthe pugilistie riug, properly 
supported by bottle hoiders and backers,and de- 
seribes him as stalking round the ring, eviiiently 
with no notion ofthe business, reciting defiant 
speeches froia Homer, until seized by a “divine 
panic” on discovering the havoc which could 
be offected by a pair of well-trained fists. If 
this story is true, it was the only occasion on 
which Shelley ever showed fear. 

Shelley was much happier in his short Oxford 
existence than he had been at school. He was 
atany rate free at Oxford. He pursued his 
literary and scientific studies with enthusiasm. 
He eariy formed the momentous intimacy with 
his fellow-student Thomas Jetlerson Hogg. 
(Could this gentleman, by the way, have been 
named after the American statesman?! It would 
seem ecarosly probable, as Hogg’s father was a 
high Tory.) ogg was an extremely clever 
youth, and a man of the world by nature. He is 
probably the best authority upon Shelley's 
early days. One evening at the end of October, 
in the year 1810, Hogg happened to sit nexta 
freshman much younger looking than the other 
youths at table, with whovu, contrary to custom, 
he chanced to fallinto conversation. The boys 
discussed the comparative merits of German 
and Italian literature. Mogg invited Shelley to 
continue the discussion at his rooms, which in- 
vitation was aecepted. Sheiley launched into a 
éulogy of natural science which gave Hogg 
jeisure to examine the personal appearance of 
his singular guest. He says: 

“It wasasum of many contradictions. His 
figure was slight and fragile, and yet his bones 
and joints were large and strong. He was tall, 
but he stooped so much that he seemed of a low 
stature. His clothes were expensive and made 
according to the most approved mode of the 
day; but they were tumbled and rumpled and 
unbrusned. His gestures were abrupt and some- 
times violent, oevcasionally even awkward, yet 
more frequently gentle and graceful. His com- 
plexion was delicate and almost feminine, of 
the purest red and white; yet he was tanned and 
treckled by exposure to the aun, having passed 
the Autumn, as he said, in shooting. His feat- 
ures, his whole face, and peeennety his head, 
were unusually smail; and yet the last appeared 
of remarkable bulk, for his hair was long and 
bushy.” 

This eccentricity was at this time very 
marked, as the fashion was to wear the hair 
very short. Hogg continues: 

“His features were not symmetrical, (the 
mouth, perhaps, excepted,) yet was the elfect 
of the whole extremely powerful. They 
breathed an animation, a tire, an enthusiasm, a 
vivid and preternatural intelligence, that | have 
never met within any other countenance; hor 
was the moral expression less beautiful than 
the intellectual.” 

Hogg says that he had only one physical 
blemish—his voice, which, when he was excited, 
‘“‘axcoriated the ear.’’ The intimacy between 
Hogg and Shelley continued until they were 
both expelled for their joint authorship of the 
pamphiet “ The Necessity of Atheism.” This 
happened toward the end of March, 1811. 

It will be, of course, necessary in any paper 
on Shelley to give an account of his various and 
successive loves. ‘The first of these seems to 
have been his cousin, Harriet Grove, who is said 
to have written some of the chapters of his 

outhful romance, *Zastrozzi.” He had known 

er as 4 chjjd--in 1809 and 1810 his aoquaint-

ance with had ripened into an intimacy. 





Certainly, in his eighteenth year Shelley was 
0 tetely in 1 ve with Harriet Grove. She w 
° 8 resembled him in looks, ap 
was, no dou teat beautiful. Medwin wrote 
ef her: “When I call to mind all the 
women I have ever seen and admired, I 
know of none that surpassed, few that 
could compare with her in beauty. I think 
of her as some picture of Raphael’s, or as one of 
Shakespeare’a women.”’ There was at one time 
anengagement between these young people. 
Shelley's letters, however, with the atheisticul 
sentiments they expressed, frightened the 
young girl’s parents and perhaps herself, and 
there seems to have been no hope for him what- 
ever after his expulsion from Oxford. The en- 
gagement was broken off by Harriet, who short- 
ly married somebody else. 

After banishment from Oxford Shelley and 
Hogg lived in London, and Shelley there made 
the acquaintance of Harriet Westbrook. She 





wasafriendof Shelley's sisters and was attend- 
ing the same boarding school with them. She 
was the daughter of a man whe had made a 
competence by keeping a coffee house or tav- 
ern and had retired from business. Young 
Shelley had only a few friends in London, and it 
is probable that even they were not very cordial 
toayoung fellow with such a history. He, 
therefore, no doubt, found all the more 
comfort in his visits to Harriet Westbrook 
when that young lady was at home from 
boarding school. She was exceedingly pretty. 
She wok an interest in Shelley, and wrote to 
him and received lettera from him, and for this 
conduct she wus subjected to the reproaches of 
her school-fellows, who taunted her with being 
a friend to an atheist. The Principal of the 
school, Miss Hawkes, one day found a letter in 
her hand from Shelley, and immediately dis- 
missed her. At home she is said to have been 
also subjected to persecutions. 

Shelley does not appear to have been very 
tauchin love with her, but decided to marry 
her in order to réScue her from the situation in 
which her devotion to himself had paced her. 
He eloped with her to Scotiand, and the mar- 
riage took place in Edinburgh according to the 
forms of Scottish law on Aug. 28, 1811, Shelley 
at thattime being a few days over cighteen. 
Harriet Westbrook was evidently a sweet and 
nice woman, although not very strong in mind 
or character, Had she beon wisely married or 
rightly treated, she would, no doubt, have leda 
happy life. It was her fate, however, to be an 
unhappy and grievously-wronged woman. if 
Shelley was not very much in love with her be- 
fore marriage, he sesms to have become fond of 
her after after marriave. With the lovely mel- 
ody which is characteristic of his verse, he 
writes in his dedication of “Queen Mab” to 

er— 

“Thou wert my purer mind; 
Thou wert the inspiration of my song; 
Thine are these early wilding flowers, 
Though gaerilanded by me.” 

A greater sense of duty and of the sacredness 
of the obligation he had assumed on Shelley’s 
part would no doubt have resulted in the sav- 
ing of this young creature. Shelley believed 
when he left his wife that she had been unfaith- 
ful to him. There seems to have been na ground 
for this belief of Shebley’s. Hogg and Shelley 
had parted company, Harriet having accused 
Hogg ef making dishonorable advances to 
her inthe absence of Shelley. ‘There is no 
doubt that later she wandered from the ways 
of right living. She committed suicide by 
drowning in the Serpentine in Hyde Park in 
December, 1816. She had been driven from her 
father’s house, and itis said that the desertion 
of one upon whom she had a claim for kind- 
ness and consideration was the immediate cause 
of her death. During the two years which pre- 
ceeded her death she suffered from no special 
act of Shelley’s. 

Shelley’s fallingin love with Mary Godwin 
Was the immediate cause of his leaving Harriet. 
Ilis acquaintance with Mary Godwin came 
about as follows: Shelley, like other youths of 
that day, was a passionate admirer of William 
Godwin, the author of * Political Justice.”’ To- 
ward the close of December, 1811, he was sur- 
prised to learn that the great man was still an 
inhabitant of this earth. Having written him 
sOme letters of an idolatrous character, hé was 
much fisttered to get a friendly response. The 
epistolary acquaintance ripened into a personal 
one. Godwin had a small book shop in Skinner 
Street, from which he derived a narrow and 
precarious livelihood, His family lived over 
the shop. 

lt was a singular household to which Shelley 
was thus introduced. The dramatis person:v 
were, tirst, Godwin: Mrs. Godwin, whom God- 
win had married as a second wife, after the 
death of his tirst wife, Mary Wollstonecraft—she 
is usually represented by Shelley’s biographers in 
an unfavorable light, but, whatever the merits of 
her character may have been, she was certainly 
@® women much to be commiserated; Claire 
Ciairmont, daughter of Mrs. Godwin by a 
former husband—about the time of Shelley’s 
love affair with Mary Gudwin, Claire Clair- 
mont, a brilliantand attractive girl, was be- 
trayed by Byron and became the mother of 
Allegra. The fourth member of the group was 
Fanny GofWin, Gaugiter of Mary Woliston®™ 
craft and Imlay, and adopted by Godwin. ‘This 
sweet girl later, quite worn out with the do- 
mestic and financial vieissitudes of the house- 
hold, committed suicide. 

The fifth member was Mary Godwin, daughter 
of Godwin and Mary Wollstonecraft. This young 
girl, then sixteen years of age, and Shelley fell 
desperately in love with each other. Mary 
Godwin is described as a girl ‘‘ with a shapely 
golden head, a face very pale and pure, great 
forehead, earnest hazel eyes, and an expression 
at once of sensibility and tirmness about her 
delicately-curved lips.” It is plain that from 
the tiret she was deeply in love with Shelley. 
The following words on a fly leaf of a volume 
of BP aay Mab” were evidently composed at 
the time when she could have had no thought 
of a union with Sholley. 

“This book is sacred tome, and as no other 
a —_ ever look inte it I may write in it 
Ww please—yet what shall I write#that J 
Bi) né author Sh eer Of ex Pression 
andthatIam parted from him, dearest and 
only love; by that love we have promised to 
each other, although I may not be yours, I can 
never be another’s.’’ 

Shelley eloped with Mary Godwin to France on 
the 28th of July, 1814. They were accompanied 
by Claire Clairmont. 

It will be noticed at what a prodigious rate 
this young man was living. The impression of 
weak heaith which Shelley made on observers 
wag no doubt ip part due to this fact. Hazlitt 

(i rs r this that ‘he looked like 
a plant that bad heen deprived of its native 
air.” Hazlitt, perhaps, did not understand 
what successive shocks he had at that time 
lately undergone. The misfortunes of Claire 
had affected him; he had been dreadfully 
shocked by the suicide of Fanny Godwin, just 
as he and Mary were in a position to offer her a 
home. He was also justthen inthe midst of 
his suit to obtain possession of his obildren by 
Harriet Westbrook. Lord Eldon’s dovision, evi- 
dently a very moderate and carefully-studied 
one, was that Shelley ought not to have the 
children, but that he might name some one to 
whose care they might be committed. It is a 
rather curious fact that Eldon himself when at 
—— contracted a runaway marriage to Scot- 
land. 

During the eight years which elapsed between 
Shelley’s union with Mary Godwin and his death 
in 1822 he lived mostiy in England and Italy. 
The latter half of this period was spententireiy 
in Italy. Notwithstauding the distractions of his 
life, itis surprising to see what an amount of 
tine poetry was eomposed by him during those 
stormy years. His labors, by the way, were not 
confined to composition. He was during all 
this time a prodigious reader and student. 
When wetake up his volumes of poetry itis 
astonishing to think that so much splendid 
performance should have been achieved by him 
before the age of thirty, and this in spite of 
weak health and calamities and distractions 
which might well sap the energies of the 
strongest. The ** Hymn to Intellectual Beauty” 
was written in1Slt. ‘‘ Prince Athanase” was 
written in 1817. ‘‘ Rosalind and Helen,” “‘ Lines 
among the Kuganean Hills,” and ‘‘Julian and 
Maddglo,” which is a conversation between By- 
ron and Shelley, were written in 1818 The 
years spent in italy were full of splendid liter- 
ary labor. ‘“ Prometheus Unbound ” and “ The 
Cenci” are among the greatest of his works. 

Possessed of a profound love of the poetic and 
the spiritual, Shelley was also a passionate re- 
former, a lover of liberty ¢ a hater of oppres- 
sion. To have any kind of understanding of 
his character or his work it is necessary to 
know the feelings of the lovers of liberty of that 
day toward the determi and panic-stricken 
despotism which followeflthe French Revolu- 
tion. Yet the purély literary readers of Shelley 
Will find the greater part of his poetry full 
of passages of splendid power. ‘This 1s true 
even of some of those poems of his which 
are the least perfect as works of art. 
To the general run of readers, however, it 
is the shorter poems of Shelley which are and 
which will remain most familiar. Such poems 
as “The Skylark,” ‘*‘ Arcthusa,” and “Stanzas 
Written in Dejection Near Naples” are in 
the minds of all readers of poetry. And there 
are certain strains which are even lovelier and 
even surer of an undying popularity, such as 
‘“*Lines to an Indian Air,’’ ‘‘Music When Soft 
Voices,” ** One Word Is Too Often Profaned,” &e. 

The story of Sheliey’s death has been too often 
told to need narration here. He and his friend 
Williams were drowned in July, 1822, in the Bay 
of Spezia. [t was the belief of Trelawny that 
Shelley’s boat had been run down by sailors 
whose object was torob him. This opinion does 
not find favor with Prof. Dowden. When 
Shelley’s body was washed ashore it was the 
wish of his wife that he should be buried by the 
side of their child, Willie, in the cemetery at 
Rome. But the two bodies bad been buried in 
the sand when washed ashore, and the Italian 
quarantine laws forbade that bodies cast on the 
shores and buried in quicklime should be disin- 
terred. 

The permission of the authorities for the re- 
moval of the bodies was nevertieless obtained. 
Ithad, however, occurred to thesfriends of 
Shelley and Williams that less objection would 
be made by the quarantine officers to the re- 
moval if the bodies were burned and the ashes 
only reburied. Aniron furnace, of the dimen- 
sions of the human body, had been aecordingly 
constructed at Leghorn under ‘relawny’s di- 
rections. In this Shelley’s body was burned on 
one terribly hot and perfectly clear July day, in 
the presence of Byron, Hunt, and ''relawny, the 
Health Officer, some soldiers and mounted dra- 
goous, and @ great company of sightseers. 
Shelley’s heart was spatched outof the tlames by 
Trelawny. ‘The coifer containing his ashes was 
buried at Rome. The relics of the heart were 
kept by Trelawny and were afterward given by 
him to Mary Shelley. After her death, in a copy 
of the Pisa edition of * Adonais,”’ at the page 
which telis how death is “swallowed up with 
immortality, there were found, under a silken 
covering, the ashes, shrunk and withered, 
w hich she had secretly treasured.

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tained in Prof, Dowden’s “ Life of ogery od 
itig natural te wish to know what of 
characters, Claire Clairmont lived to be a very 
old woman, dying in 1879. yy ve died as 
achildinaconvent. The world knows well the 
fates of Byron, Leigh Hunt, and Trelawny. 
Mary Shelley returned to England in 1823. e 
diedin 1851. Her son, Percy Florence, had 
succeeded to the Baronetcy on the death 
of his grandfather in 1844, and she 
had shared his prosperity. The writer of 
this article remembers once being at 
dinner in London and noticing opposite him a 
sniall man, of an amiable aspect of counte- 
nance, with a bald head and a reddish com- 
piexion. When the ladies left the table, he, hap- 
pening to sit near the door, rose and opened it, 
The writer asked who the gentleman was, and 
was informed he was Sir Percy Shejjey. This 
commonplace and respectable action med at 
the moment a queer anticlimax to the poet’s 
career.

on ee on tne faith of some ruling of the 
Land Department, sach settler should be fairly and 
os remunerated for his outlay. I should have 

een glad any time to have relieved such settlers if 
it had been possible to do s0, and no one can accuse 
me ofactingin the matter in any other spirit than 
that of extreme kindness and tenderness toward 
those who had been injared by the vacillation of 
Government officials. 

This inatter can be made so plain by reference to 
the laws and to my veto and to the judicial decisions 
bearing upon the point thatI do not s6e how it is 
possible for any persou to misrepresent or misunder- 
stand the irue condition.

CALLED ON TO RESTRAIN STRIK- 
ERS AT HOMESTEAD. 


THRE MEN ATTEMPTED TO MOB CAR- 
NEGIE EMPLOYERS ARRESTED ON 
WARRANTS CHARGING THEM WITH 
MURDER—ONE OF THEM TAKEN 
INTO CUSTODY—STRIKERS’ SUIT. 


HOMESTEAD, Penn., Aug. 3.Tho arrests this 
afternoon of Yardmaster James Dovey antl 
Superintendent of Open Hearth Department 
No. 2 McConnell, on warrants issued in the ac- 
tion of the strikers charging them with murder, 
Were attended by turbulent scenes, necessitat- 
ing interference of the militia and the arrest ofa 


etriker. It was 2 o’clock when Constables Amos 
Stewart and Ginher reached Homestead with 
four warrants, two for the above Carnegie 
Officials aud the others for Superintend- 
ent John VO. /Jotter and George A. Corey. 
The last named gentleman had gone 
to Pittsburg by the time the Consta- 
bles arrived. Messrs. Dovey and McConnel, 


however, were found at the mill and were taken 
to their residences, where they donned street 
suits. Inthe meantime rumors of the arrests 
had spread and the strikers began to assemble 
at the different stations. 

At Munhall the crowd numbered about 200. 
The Pittsburg, Virgimia and Charleston train is 
due there at 4:05, and about a minute before it 
Was to come the constables and their prisoners 
appeared. The crowd surged around the sta- 
tion door as the prisoners were hurried in. A 
patrol of militia strove to keep back the men, 
and were aided by a few Deputy Sheriffs. 

The train was twenty minutes late, however, 
and every minute the crowd increased, while 
muttered threats, especially directed against 
Dovey, were plainly to be heard. Word was 
hastily sent to Provost Marshal Lieut. Col. 
Mechling. He dispatched at once Major Craw- 
ford with a company of the Fifteenth Regiment, 
to the station. ‘These arrived just as the patrol 
was fixing bayonets to repel the mob. The sol- 
diers marched company front, pushing back the 
crowd, which retired in a surly way. One 
atriker named Thomas Bowen became obstrep- 
erous and yelled:,“ Three cheers for Dovey, 
-—— bim!” 

Major Crawford signaled to two soldiers, who 

astily seized Bowen. He had a penknife in his 

and at the time. He was bustied into the 
ation and placed in charge of two 
puties. This stern measure quelled the 
stile demonstration. On the arrival 
the train Messrs. Dovey and McConnell, 
With Bowen also, were put on it, and in addi- 
tion to constables and Deputy Sheriffs a detail 
ef soldiers was aboard to protect the mill 
bosses. At City Farm and Homestead stations 
Companies of militia were drawn up in line as 
the train passed, and kept back the crowd. At 
the sight of the prisoners, however, the crowds 
cheered lustily. 

Bowen, the striker who was arrested, will be 
charged with unlawful assemblage, disorderly 
conduct, and probably with inciting to riot. The 
turbulent demonstration of the afternoon has 
convinced Gen. Wylie that it would be unwise 
to remove the militia from Homestead for the 
present. 

PiTTspurG, Penn., Aug. 3.—The threatened 
action against the Carnegie officials and the 
Pinkertons, charging them with murder, was 


begun this morning, and warrants issued for 
the arrest of the defendants. At 11 o'clock 
Measrs. Brennen and Cox and Hugh Roasa, the 
prosecuting witness, went to Alderman King’s 
office on the south side and made the informa- 
tion, and the warrants wore issued, 

The information is as follows:

The 
magistrate was sent for, and after he had pre- 
sented his decket the hearing was held. Mesers. 
Leishmann,Curry,and Lovejoy waived a hearing, 
as did H. ©. Frick, Nevin McConnell, James 8. 
Dovey, and Superintendent Potter, who were 
absent, but represented by W. F. Patterson, their 
attorney. 

Messrs. Frick, Lovejoy, Leishmann, and Cur- 
Try were released on $10,000 bail each The 
hearings on the application on the others were 
postponed until to-morrow morning. 

Judge Ewing said: ‘This information ia 
made by 2 man who himself is charged with 
murder, an‘ is now on bail. It would have been 
better had it been made by some other person. 
I think, if the story inthe newspapers is true, 
none of the men charged in the information can 
be held for murder and certainly not in the first 
degree. The men on shore were there illegally 
and unless you can show me there was a 
malicious and deliberate killing there is no use 
Wasting any more time. The men on the barges 
were there legally aud the others were there 
illegally.” 

Superintendent Potter has not yet been ar- 
rested, and itis not at all probable that he wil 
surrender himself uutil to-morrow. H. CG, 
Frick’s yourg son, born afew weeks ago, died 
to-day. Itis not probable that the warrant for 
Mr. Frick’s arrest will be issued until after the 
funeral, and not then unless he is able to be 
again at his oilice. 

Bauer, one of the Anarchists charged with 
being an accessory to the shooting of Frick, was 
released on $5,000 bail to-day. Judge Ewing 
refused to accept bail in the case of Anarohbist 
Knold, as be said there was evidence that Knold 
had shown JDercmenn the Carnegie oflices, 

Prerident Weibe of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion stated to-day that he did not know when 
O’Donneil would return. It is understood that 
he will attend a gathering at Ridgewood Park, 
Brooklyn, on Friday. The nature of O’Donnell’s 
mission Kast, he said, would probably not be 
revealed until he got back 

The Carnegies, it is eaid, will make an at- 
tempt to start the Duquesne plant next Mon- 
day. By that time they expect to havea suffi- 
cient number of men to operate the works.

4 OAMPAIGN PRIMER. 


FACTS WITH WHICH DEMOCRATS CAN 
BACK UP THEIR ARGUMENTS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee has just issued a little 
book—a primer, they call it—which will prove a 
very useful and attractive pocket volume in the 
campaign. It is about 3 inches wide and 6 
inches long, and contains sixty-four pages. The 
paper cover is illuminated with an eagle carry- 
ing the stars and stripes and a representation 
ot one of the new white cruisers below the 
title, “ Facts Issued by the Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee.” 

It is announced as a brief statement, from a 
Democratic view, of the chief ~points and ques- 
tions that will engage the attention of the peo- 
ple in the coming campaign, [tis not intended 
or expevted to take the place of the regular 
campaign text book, which will be issued by 
the National Executive Committee in dué time, 
The object in preparing and presenting this 
primer is tearm all classes, the merchant, the 
farmer, the mechanic, and the laborer, as well 
as the campaign orator, with a comprehensive 
argument on leading points that may be car- 
ried in the pocket, read and studied at idle 
moments or during the hours of rest, so that 
each Democrat, of whatever calling or avoca- 
tion, may become a missionary in the cause of 
his party, and be able to uphold its principles, 
whether engaged ip discussion on the highways, 
in the shops, or before a public assembly. The 
facts and figures stated have been collected 
from olficial dosuments and are believed to be 
correct. 

“A thorough study of this little work,” the 
preface says, ‘‘ will not be regretted by any one, 
whatever may be his political convietions, as 
each and every word in it is addressed to the 
judgment and good sense and not to the preju- 
dices or passions of the reader.”’ 

The book contains articles on home market, 
reciprocity, appropriations and expenditures, 
the tariff, reductions of wages, wool and woolen 
manufactures, the influences that procured the 
MoKiniley bill, the Forve bill, and civil service 
reform under this Adminigtration, with a list of 
the otlice-holding delegates to the Minneapolis 
Cenvention. One article illustrating the eflects 
of the McKinley law is a letter from Mark W. 
Harrington, chief of the Weather Bureau, rec- 
ommending to the Inter-State and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee the increase of an appropria- 
tion for a cable, in consequence of the increased 
tariff, that had doubled the price of the wire to 
be used. Jerry Rusk approved the recommend- 
ation and the terms in which it was made.

COURT SET3 ASIDE A DEED AND 

ORDERS AN ACCOUNTING. 


CHicaao, Aug. 3.—Judge Vail to-day gavo his 
decision in the case of Ross vs. White, involving 
an estate estimated to be worth $2,000,000. 
About fifteen years ago Alexander White 
died, leaving no will, Ths property was 
distributed among the various heirs. In 
1883 the estate became involved, owing, it ap- 
pears, tothe speculations of Alexander White, 
Jr. For the purpose of convenience, the heirs 
deeded their respective shares of the estate to 
their mother, Ann White. 

Subsequently, Annie ©. White, the youngest 
daughter, married Alexander Ross of New- 
York. This marriage was contrary to the wish 
of the mother and the rest of the heirs, and at 
the mother’s death {it was found that Annie C. 
had been vee pee | ignered inthe will Annie C. 
also died and willed her property to Alexander 
Ress, her husband. 

The will was probated in New-York, and a 
proceeding was brought in the Cirouit Court of 
this county to have the deed of Annie C. to 
her mother set aside. 

Judge Vail held that there was no considera- 
tion given for the deed from Annie C. to her 
mother, Ann White, and that it was given solely 
for the purpose of convenience. He, therefore, 
ordered an accounting to be taken and the cause 
was referred to Master in Chancery Butler for 
that purpose. 

The cause has been on hearing for a month, 
and has been watched with great interest by 
the legal fraternity.

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SOME FACTS ABOUT MARS. 


—_———.- - — 
HAS BEEN TAKEN FOR THE 
STAR OF BETHLEHEM. 


RocHEsTer, N,, Y., Aug. 3.—In a statement 
given out to-day, Prof. Lewis Swift of Warner's 
Observatory saysin regard to the present ob- 
servation of the planet Mars: 

“On the evening of Aug. 4 may be witnessed 
an astronomical event ocourring but two or 
three times in an average human life. An op- 
position of a planet is when its rising is coinot- 
dent with the sun’s setting, at which time the 
earth will be between the two bodies. 

“If the orbits of both the earth and Mars were 
ciroular, his opposition distances would forever 
be the same; but as both orbits are elliptical it 
follows that a favorable opposition can only 
take place when the earth is in aphelion 
(furthest from the sun) and Mars in perihelion, 
(nearest the sun.) Then it shines with a brill- 
iancy rivaling that of both Venus and Jupiter, 
and arrests public attention as it rises early in 
the evening, many thinking it a reappearance 
of the star of Bethlehem. 

*“ Mars comes in opposition once ina littleover 
two years. The favorable oppositions reour 
somewhat irregularly at intervals of about 
fifteen years. The two satellites are named 
Phobos and Deimos, or Dread and Terror, the 


Sree being the nearer and the larger of the 
wo. 

“The contemplation of the nearness and the 
rapidity of motion of Phobos suggests some 
curious facts. The rotation of ars on his 
axis requires 24 hours 27 minutes, and the 
time of revolution around Mars of the inner 
moon is 7 hours 39 minutes. Division of the 
first by the second gives 3 hours 22 minutes 
which means that the inhabitants of Mars, it 
they exist, would have by this moon near. 
34, moons per day, and that in 1 hour 5 
minutes it would go through all its phases from 
new to full, and from full to new, Thus, to 
pass from new moon to full, for which change 
our moon requires 419 days, would take only 58 
minutes. 

‘*So much more rapid is its revolution than 
the rotation of Mars, that it rises in the west 
and sets in the east, while the outer satellite, 
the sun, and the stars, rise in the east as they 
do on our earth. Phobos is the only known 
body inthe solar system rising in the west. 
The distance of the inner satellite from the 
surface of Mars is less than 4,000 miles, and @ 
magnifying power of 4,000 would bring it with- 
in a mile, so that from the satellite it would be 
easy to eee on the planet people if as large as 
terrestrial inhabitants.” 

Henry C. Maine, the well-known astronomer, 
who has been making close observations of 
Mars, said to-night: ‘“* Mare presented no hew 
features at midnight. The workings were com- 
paratively taint because of intense illumination 
ofthe disk. The snowcap is nowsmall. The 
western limb from the snowcap northward seems 
to be more highly illuminated than the eastern. 
The light of the western limb appeared to be 
nearly white, but not so white as that roflected 
by the snowcap. In the southern hemisphere 
there was quitea distinct greenlsh-gray streak 
about forty degrees from the pole.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The moonlight was too 
strong to-night and the atmospheric conditions 


unsatisfactory to the scientists at the Naval 
Observatery, consequently they could not see 
the opposition of the planet Mars very well. 
The planet had the appearance of a blazing ball 
of fire on account of this disturbance in the at- 
mosphere and no special phenomenon was there- 
fore observed. Prof. Asainh Hall made as close 
a study as he could of the satellites of Mars.

THE RESULT DOUBTFUL. 
a : 
M’KINLEY’S OWN COUNTY NOT SURE 
FOR THE REPUBLICANS. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 3.—Recent events 
promise to put McKinley’s old district in- the 
doubtful list this Fall notwithstanding the fact 
that a Republican majority of about 2,500 was 
gerrymandered into it. The strike at Home- 
stead has unsettled all the iron and steel work- 
ers, of whom there are hundreds about Youngs- 
town and Niles, while the fact that T. R 
Morgan, the Alliance manufacturer, who has 
been nominated by the Republicans, has al- 
ways employed non-union men and been op- 
posed to unionism, will be used against him 
with telling effect in a district containing such 


manufacturing towns as Youngstown, Canton, 
Maseilon, Alliance, Niles, and Salem. 

At least half a dozen prominent Democrats 
are willing to accept the nomination, which of 
itself is an unusual and significant thing in a 
district with so large a nominal Republican 
majority. The favorite candidate with the 
workingmen is C. N. Sohmick, an able and suc- 
cessful fron manufacturer of Leetonia. Schmick 
has always been a warm friend of union labor, 
and is on the best of terms with the Amalga- 
mated Association. This alone would put him 
far ahead of the usual party vote, since Morgan 
is s0 unpopular with the workingmen that a 
member of ths Amalgamated Association who 
was offered the Republican County Chairman- 
ship in Mahoning County refused it for that 
reason. 

The labor fight is aggravated by factional 
feeling among Republicans against Morgan. 
The district was gerrymandered for Judge 
King of Youngstown, but he was knoeked out 
by Morgan, chiefly because he had joined forces 
with Foraker in the Senatorial canvas. This 
aroused much antagonism, and all Morgan’s 
money will not win him the full and hearty 
support of his party. 

f the Democrats nominate the right man 
they will stand a good fighting chance of capt- 
uring the district, which is the Kighteenth, 
and comprises Culumbiana, Mahoning, and 
Stark Counties. 





WORKED A LAND SWINDLE. 


CALIFORNIA SHARPS FLEECED PEOPLE 
ALL OVER THE COUNTRY. 


BAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—Three indictments 
found by the Grand Jury yesterday reveala 
huge swindle in which some 400 pcople, prin- 
cipally from the East, have been badly ‘itten. 
Victims reside in nearly all the large cities of 
the East, including Chicago and New-York. 
Two of the swindlers,O. E. Moore and T. H. 
Downing, are within reach, but the third, A. 
Hoyt, is in Mexico, 

In 1887 Moore bought from the million-acre 
farmer, John Boggs, 14,000 acres of landin 
Tehama County, adjoining Senator Stanford's 
Vina ranch. Not a cent was paid for it, the 
basis of the transaction being long credit. 
Within a few days Moore had plastered the 
place with a seventy-thousand-dollar mortgage,

& Downing, organized the California Land Com- 
et es called the tract the “‘ Elmore Colony.”’

acre. Four hundred victims were seoured. 
Some paid upinfulland got worthless deeds. 
A few months ago Downing transferred his in- 
terest back to Moore.

BUILDING STRIKHS PROGRESS. 


WALKING DELEGATES REFUSED A SUP“ 
PLY OF NEW-JERSEY BRIOK. 


The Executive Committee of the Brick Manu- 
facturers’ Association met yesterday in the Niagara 
Building, at Cedar Street and Broadway, and received 
reports that more barges were being unloaded at the 
various docka, Word was received from the yara of 
H. F. Burroughs & Co. of Brooklyn, where only 
non-union men were employed. Several barges were 
sent to be unloaded there, but the walking delegates 
managed to intercept the crows of the barges and 
threatened to kilithem if they ever caught them in 
New-York. The crews became frightened and re- 
fused to unload. 

Nevertheless, the manufacturers are determined 
to continue the fight if it should take all Summer 
and all Winter, and they will not employ any but non- 
union men. They detected an understanding that 
existed between the walking delegates and several 
of the Captains of barges and schooners. After the 


strike began it was noticed that, soon after the 
Captains were supplied with new crews of a 
Union men, these crews would suddenly leave with- 
out any apparent reason and the Captains would sa 
thatthe men could not be persuaded to unload. 
Finally it was discovered that the Captains were 
themselves union men and managed to get rid of the 
new crews by intimidation or otherwise. The manu- 
facturers thereupon discharged the Captains and 
hired others. 

A prominent member of,the Building Materials Ex- 
chauge said yesterday that two walking delegates 
anditwo members of the Public Cartmen’s Union 
called Tuesday on one of the —— brick manu- 
facturers ot New-Jersey and offered to buy 15,000,- 
000 bricks for a new workingmen’s co-operative 
concern. The manufacturer, however, declined to 
sell them any bricks, as he regarded the delegates 
as irresponsible persons. 

The Board of Walking Delegates held a mecting 
yesterday and reported that only a few men were 
working in the yards, and that up town only 12 out 
of 360 trucks were oastying materials to buildings. 
The delegates wore iniormed that four bargelosds 
of bricks had touched at the foot of West Eleventh 
Street, and sent out a committee to tie them up. 

Several building speoulators called on the walk- 
ing delegates and complained that the strikes were 
raining them. They asked that the strikes be called 
off on their buildings, but their requests were not 
gTanted. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the walking dele- 
gates, work was resumed yesterday on the buildings 
at 712 Broadway, in Broadway near Broome Street, 
and at Twenty-third Street and Fourth Avenue. 





Fishing Within the Three-Mile Limit, 

HA.IFAx, N. 8., Aug. 3.—A report was ourrent 
to-day that the cruiser Vigilant had captured an 
American vessel fishing in prohibited waters 
along the western coast of Halifax, but United 
States Consul Genoral Frye has no confirmation 
of thereport. A special from Digby says mack- 
erel have ctren’ in along the shore of St. Mary’s 
Bay, end that traps and seines are taking from 
50 to 100 barrels of No. 1 fish each tide. This 
is a great temptation to Amerivan mackerelmen, 
who are hovering suspiciously near the three- 
mile limit. In consequence, the Dominion Govy- 
ernment has dispatched the cruiser Kingfisher 
to the scene of the alleged poaching, and some 
seizures may be looked for.

THE INDIANA OUTLOOK, 


WHY MR. FOULKE THINKS MR. CLEVE- 
LAND’S CHANCES ARE BRIGHT. 


WatTcH HI, R. L, Aug. 3.—In a pretty cot- 
tage at Watch Hill Mr. William D. Foulke of 
Richmond, [nd., passes his time dictating to a 
stenographer speeches to be used in the coming 
Presidential campaign. Mr. Foulke is a well- 
known civil service enthusiast, is President of 
the Indiana Civil Service Association, and was 
Chairman ofthe special committee appointed 
by the National Civil Service Reform League to 
investigate the charges against the Harrison 


Administration of violations of that law. It 
took over two years for that committee to com- 
plete its labors, and its recent publication re- 
vealed the Harrison Administration in an un- 
enviable light. 

Mr. Foulke worked and voted for Mr. Harri- 
son in 1888, but has announced himself as a 
supporter in this campaign of Mr. Cleveland, 
and will take an active part on the stump 
toward his election. Ina conversation with a 
TIMES representative he said: 

‘Mr. Harrison is not nearly so strong in In- 
diana as he was four years ago. He has disap- 
pointed a great number of those who supported 
him. Four years ago the civil service men were 
allfor Harrison. Mr. Cleveland had not done 
as much for the civil service as had been ex- 
pected. He had made too many removals 
upon secret charges. Mr. Harrison had 
denounced Mr. Cleveland’s actions, and 
it was thought he (Harrison) would do 
better; but in spite of the promises made in 
the last Republican platform and in his letter of, 
aeceptance, as wellas his denunciations of Mr. 
Cleveland’s methods when he was in the Senate, 
he has done the same things which he de- 
nounced. He has removed men upon secret 
charges, without opportunity for defense, ex- 
planation, or denial, in great numbers; he has 
appointed men solely upon political considera- 
tions; he has disregarded the fitness of the men 
appointed, and he has secured his renomination 
by the votes of his own oftice holders. 

“This will allenate the independent vote of 
the State almost unanimously. In addition to 
this, Mr. Harrison’s distribution of the patron- 
age has been such as to withdraw from his sup- 
port many of the active politicians. In Fort 
Wayne the feeling of these men against him 
is very bitter. Mr. Hanna, the Republican 
committeeman from that district, has resigned. 
Mr. McDonald, Mr. White, formerly member of 
Congress, and many others are so dissatisfied 
that they and their followers will not do any- 
thing for the ticket. In other parts of the 
State there are like symptoms of disaffection. 

“The Australian ballotlaw will prevent the 
carrying of Indiana by any mere money consid- 
erations, and my opinion is that all the money 
which the National Committee may send to the 
State in this campaign will be simply buried. 
There will be no return forit in votes in No- 
vember. The political managers in our State 
have not zt found any way of evading it. 

“T think the general feeling about the McKin- 
ley bill is, even among protectionists, that the 
MoKinley bill went a great deal too far. Many 
provisions in that law have been bitterly at- 
tacked in Republican journals. For instance, 
the Jtem,a ay Sree payee in my Own town 
of Richmond, has attacked the law vigorously. 
Mr. Johnson, the editor, was asked to resign 
the Secretaryship of the Republican Editors’ 
Association in consequence, but he would not 


do so. 

** As to Illinols, I can speak only of conversa- 
tions which I have had with Kepublicans in 
Chicago. Some of them are seriously dis- 
affected and declara that the party cannot 
carry the State.”

UNDER THE NEW SYSTEM 


BEAUTIES OF EXTENDED DBILL 
OBDER AT THE STATE CAMP. 


PRAISE FOR THE MILITIA INSTRUCTED 
IN NEW MOVEMENTS AND FORMA- 
TIONS—DEPARTURE IN BATTLE TAC- 
TICS AND ATTACK—BOYS WILL HAVE 
A SHAM FIGHT TO-DAY. 


PEEKSKILL, Aug. 3.—The beauties of the ex- 
tended-order drill were shown in a manner to- 
Gay quite foreign to the experience of the State 
Camp of Instruction in the course of the cur- 
rent season at the military post. In the early 
morning there were preparatory exeroises on 
the part of the several companies comprising 
the “garrison” of the post, in which the com- 
pany of the Twenty-third Regiment, under the 
command of Major DeForest, according to the 
Official report of Lieut. Hardin to Col. Bates, 
put up the prettiest and most complete drill in 
the formation for attack and the movements 
which followed thus far witnessed here. 

This morning the contingent from Brooklyn 
showed that it now possesses a knowledge of 
the new drill regulations which compensates 


for all its previous shortoomings. More accu- 
rate lines of skirmishers and of lines of seo- 
tions and of squads had not before been seen on 
these grounds. The company had the advan- 
tage of having the east parade of the camp en- 
tirely to iteelf, and was thus far a winner over 
its competitors for honors in Grill evolutions 
from the First Brigade. 

On the north parade the companies of the 
Seventh, the Twelfth. and the Twenty-second 
Regiments struggied for the supremacy. It was 
close call between the three, and when the 
principal exercises of the day took place, in 
which all the contingents were pitted, under 
the immediate supervision of Col. Bates and his 
assistants, Mesers. Hardin and French. No one 
could say with certainty which was the best. 
In each contingent there were points in which 
it excelled. 

The company of the Twenty-second Regiment 
Was conspicuous for the amount of “ ginger” 
which oflicers and men disclosed. In the 
Twelfth Regiment detachment the chief char- 
acteristic was the cagerness combined with cer- 
tainty with which officers and men engaged in 
the exeroises, under the command of Capt. 
Charles 8. Burns. The Seventh Regiment made 
adecided impression, under the leadership of 
Capt. Willard C. Fisk, by the manner in which 
the fighting line and the reserves and supports 
conformed to the exigencies of the situation, 
preserving intervals and distances with almost 
automaton-like precision, and accomplishing 
the rallies and assemblies in a manver which 
called out the commendation of the officers of 
the United States Army who were in charge of 
the operations. 

The instruction of the battalion followed 
closely upon the lines already described, the 
only change of moment being a departure in the 
direction of considering the battalion as a 
brigade, an advance inthe matter of instruc- 
tion in battle tactics and attack formation not 
heretofore attempted. Coincident with this 
‘was a deployment from column of fours, follow- 
ing the assemblr, into the fighting formation, 
which tested the ability of officers and men, 
and which was accomplished in a remarkable 
fashion, disclosing the grasp which the troops 
of the garrison had gained upon the meaning of 
the new drill regulations. 

To-morrow the scheme of to-day is to be gone 
over under “‘ practical’? conditions in the face 
ofan “outlined” enemy, and with all the sur- 
roundings of an actual engagement. This will 
be atest of the capacity of commanding and 
non-commissioned officers, and of the rank and 
file. It is expected that the Commander in 
Chief of the land and paval forces of the State 
of New-York willthen be in attendance. The 
“action ”’ will comprehend all that there is in 
the new drill regulations, so far as the extended 
order is concerned, and will command wide at 
tention. Blank ammunition will be used. 

Extremes metin the matter of handsome cere- 
monies to-day—the guard mounting of this 
morning, in which Lieut. E. Y. Weber was Offi- 
cer of the Day, and the sunset parade, taken by 
Capt. Charles 8. Burns, both of the Twelfth 
Regiment. The last was viewed by many inter- 
ested spectators.

THE BEST DAY’*S RECORD. 
a 
MADE BY THE TEUTONIC IN STEAMING 
528 KNOTS. 


The brave effort made by the-displaced cham- 
pion of the White Star fleetto regain her lost 
position yesterday came to a lame conclusion. 

Before sailing from Queenstown the cables 
carried to Capt. Irving of the Teutonic the 
news that the Inman Liner City of Paris had 
reached this port after a voyage of 5 days 15 
hours and 58 minutes. This beat the Teu- 


tonic’s hitherto unequaled run by 33 min- 
utes, and noone doubted that the White Star 
racer would do her level best on this voyago to 
regain the championship from her fleet rival of 
the Inman Line. She not only failed to do it, 
but disabled her port engine in the attempt, and 
oame into portaftera voyage that was consid- 
erably slower than her own previous record. 

The vessel did something to be proud of, how- 
ever. On the fifth day out she logged 528 
knots, which excels by eight knots the best 
gsingie day’s run ever made before. Had she 
maintained that speed she would have made a 
mew record, but the fates were against her on 
this voyage. Her progress was delayed by 
heavy adverse winds, and fog compelled her to 
run under reduced speed for three hours. There 
Waa only one day in which all the conditions 
were favorable for high speed, and her 

ecord of 528 knots, made that day. showed 
car well she took advantage of it The strain 
was too much, however, and that evening about 
9 o'clock a connecting rod of the port engine 
became twieted, and the voyage had to be fin- 
ished with only the starboard exaine in opera- 
tion. 

The steamer passed the Sandy Hook Lightship 
at 3:58 o’clock yesterday morning, and shortly 
afterward came to anchor off the Quarantine 
etation. Her daily runs were 477, 490, 500, 484, 
528, and 296 knots. The total distance tra- 
versed was 2,775 miles, which she accomplished 
fu 5 daysiS8 hoursand 46 minutes, or just 2 
hours and 48 minutes behind tke record time 
made by the City of Paria.

TREASURER SUES THE TABERNACLE 


EX-SENATOR BIRKETT’S ACTION CAUSES 
SURPRISE IN BROOKLYN. 


Ex-Senator James W. Birkett filed in the Kings 
County Clerk’s office yesterday a judgment for 
$6,045.04 against the Brooklyn Tabernacle. Mr. 
Birkett is Treasurer of the Tabernacle and has 
the handling of all the funds. The counsel of 
the Tabernacle, Charles M. Stafford, never knew 
that the ex-Senator had brought any suit. 

Mr. Birkett is a plumber, and he was engaged 
to attend to the plumbing in the new Tabernacle. 
For this work he charged $6,045.04. Just 
about the time he was given the contract he was 
elected Treasurer in the place of John Wood, a 
retail furniture dealer. The other Trustees were 
delighted with the change, and it was given out 
that Mr. Birkett had agreed to do all the plumb- 
ing and wait for his bill until the church was 
out of debt. He did walt some time, but on June 
29 last Edward H. Branch, President of the 
Board of Trustees, was served with the papers 
in the suit. President Branch sailed for Europe 
shortly after, no defense was put in, and Mr. 
Birkett — on July 20. This was the 
judgment tiled yesterday. 

That the Treasurer of the church should sue 
the church caused considerable surprise and 
some indignation. Charles M. Stafford, coun- 
sel forthe Tabernacle, was both surprised and 
indignant. “Idid not believe it at first,” he 
said yesterday, “and when I found it was eo 1 
was nonplussed. I am told that when he took 
the contract he agreed to wait for payment 
until the church wae free from its present difti- 
culties. The result of this agreement was his 
election as Treasurer. He is custodian of all the 
funds, handles all the money, and is the dis- 
bursing officer. There are other creditors who 
should have preference over an Official of 
the church. It looks like a man suing himself. 
I very much question whether the judgment is 
legal, if the facts are as I am told they are.” 

r. Birkett is the head of the James W. 
Birkett Manufacturing Company, and the judg- 
ment is technically held by that corporation. 
Birkett could not be found yesterday, it being 
said at his office that he was living out of town. 
A gentleman who said he was an officer of the 
company said the judgment was obtained sole- 
ly to protect the company in case subsequent 
claims were filed. 
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FOR A MURDER IN PROVIDENCE. 


DANIEL D. SULLIVAN, ALIAS ‘‘ YANKEE 
DAN,” ARRESTED IN THIS CITY. 


Daniel D. Sullivan, a rough-looking man who 
is known to the police of the New-England 
States as “ Yankee Dan,” and also as “‘ The Pro- 
fessor,” occupied a cell at Police Headquarters 
yesterday awaiting extradition for a murder 
and robbery committed by him and a confed- 
erate in Rhode Island. The crime of which he 
is accused was committed in the outskirts of the 
City of Providence, R. L, on the night of the 
19th ult. The victim was Anthony 8. Haswell, 


a feeble man about sixty years old, who had 
lived for many years in East Providence and 
had made a fortune in real estate speculation. 
On the evening of the 19th Haswell was de- 
coyed from his house by a well-dressed man, 
who asked him to show him some lots at Morris 
Park, one of the suburbs of Providence. Has- 
well accompanied him without suspicion, and 
at the gate of bis house they were joined by 
asecond man. ‘The trio reached Morris Park at 
dusk, andit grew dark while they were dis- 
cussing the terms of the sale. Suddenly the 
two men made a combined assault upon the old 
man. He was knocked down, choked, and 
brutally beaten and kicked about the head and 
body. He finally reached a hospital in Olney 
Street, Providence. The surgeons found his 
body covered with wounds. He told the story 
of the assault and robbery and gave excellent 
descriptions of the assailants. After that he 
became unconscious and died in a few hours. 
The description given by Haswell of his as- 
suilants was recognized as that of Sullivan and 
Martin Dalton, alias George Morgan, both well 
known to the police of the New-Engiand States 
as professional evildoers. Yesterday morning 
State Detective Thomas M. Doane of Boston 
came to this eity on the Fall River boat. When 
he landed he saw Sullivan hanging about the 
wharf. He called Policeman Kerin Finnerty of 
the steamboat squad, who arrested Sullivan. 
The prisoner said that he was a plumber, forty- 
five yeare old, and lived at 15 Bowery. He was 
subsequently taken to the Tombs Police Court, 
and was remanded to await the arrival of an 
otticer from Providence. 

Sullivan asserts that he is innocent of the 
murder. 


FEWER STRIKING MESSENGEBS.

4 GOOD MANY OF THE BOYS RETURN TO 

WORK. 


A good many of the messenger boys who went 
out on strike at9 New Street and at 10 Wall 
Street on Tuesday went back to work yester- 
day after they learned that Michael Laughlin, 
the leader of the strike, had been arrested for 
assaulting one of the reseryes, and in the 
Tombs Police Court had been placed under 
$300 bonds to keep the peace for a year. 

The fighters, however, refused to return to 
work, and for some time hung around the offices 
threatening those who returned until they were 
driven away by policemen. Some of those who 


resumed work put on plain clothes, as they 
were afraid of being followed up and assaulted 
by the pickets when they were sent out on er- 
rands. This precaution, however, occasioned 
some trouble, as business men, who had rung 
for messengers, hesitated about intrusting boys 
not in uniform with valuable packages, not 
knowing whether the company could be held re- 
sponsible in the event of the loss of the ar- 
ticles. 

Most of the down-town messenger boys, how- 
ever, are still dissatisfied. They would have 
etruck yesterday had they not known that the 
Superintendent of the company had the names 
of several hundred boys who were ready to take 
the places of the strikers at a moment's notice 
They were all yy to see what action would 
be taken by the boye in the main office in Dey 
Btreet. These boya are to meet this evening at 
the rooms of the Fulton Street Prayer Meeting 
House, at 113 Fulton Street, and will decide 
whether there isto be a general strike down 
town or not. 








Waugiotto’s Vengeance Postponed. 

Rocco Copodano and Nicolo Maugiotto are 
Italians. ‘The first named emigrated to this 
eountry ten years ago and Nicolo was landed at 
Ellis Island from the Massilia yesterday. He 
will go back by the same vessel.

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TO THE JESUIT CONVENTION. 


AMERICAN DELEGATES WHO WILL VOTE 
FOR A NEW GENERAL. 


Among the passengers who sailed yesterday on 
board the steamer City of Paris were the Very 
Rev. Thomas J. Campbell, 8. J., Provincial of 
the Maryiand-New- York Province, and the Very 
Rev. John P. Frieden, §& J., Provincialof the 
Missouri Province. Their destination is the 
German-Hungarian College at Rome, where 
they will participate in the election of a succes- 
sor to the Very Rev. Anthony Anderledy, Gen- 
eral of the Jesuit Order, who died on Jan. 18, 
after an administration of five years. 

The General of the Society of Jesus fills one of 
the most powerful and responsible places in 
the Catholic Church. He holds office for life, 


and in him is vested supreme authority over all 
the members of the society, who number at 
present 12,972, including 5,751 priests, 3,713 
echolastics, and 3,508 lay brothers. The suc- 
cessor to the late General will be chosen by a 
convention or general congregation of the 
order, convened to meet at Rome by the present 
Vicar General, Father Luis Martin. 

The order is divided into twenty-seven prov- 
inces, and the delegates to the convention are 
the Provincial, ex officio, and two associate del- 
egates chosen by the professed fathers and the 
rectors of the various homes from each province. 
These, with the Vicar General, the Procurator 
General, the Secretary, and the tive assistants to 
the late General, make up the congregation 
which will elect the new General. The te ee 
tory exercises of the congregation consist of 
prayers, fasting, and a general reception of holy 
communion, after which the election is com- 
pleted by each delegate solemnly depositing a 
written ballot before a crucifix. 

Father Campbell, the Provincial from the 
Maryland-New-York Province, who has his 
headquarters in this city, is yet a young man. 
He was born in this city in 1847, and was a 
member of the olass of 1866 at St. Francis 
Xaviér’s College. He entered the Jesuit Order 
immediately after graduation, and in 1885 was 
made President of St. John’s College, Fordham. 
In 1888 he was raised to his present high office. 
The success of his administration is testified to 
by the fact that he has aiready been Provincial 
for four years, or one year more than the usual 
term of office. 

His associate delegates from this province to 
the convention, who will soon follew him to 
Rome, are the Rev. Burchard Villiger, 8. J., of 
Philadelphia, and the Rev. P. Healy of Provi- 
dence. he Rev. Father Frieden, with the Rev. 
E. J. Higgins, & J., of Chicago, and Yhe Rev. R. 
T. Meyer, 8. J., of Milwaukee, will represent the 
Missouri Province at Rome.

On Tuesday afternoon a collection of paint- 
ings—mostly old masters—was opened to the 
public at the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
Gallery Y. There are ‘sixteen paintings, and 
they occupy the large central panel opposite 
the paintings recently left to the museum by 
Mrs. Coles of this city. They area loan collec- 
tion from the ChAteau d’Aulby collection apd 
are lent by Count d’Aulby. They were intend- 
ed for the opening of the Summer exhibit in 
May, but arrived too late. 

Of the old Spanish school there are two very 
fine examples. One is by Velasquez, the ‘‘ Head 
of a Beggar Boy.” The other, “St. Agnes,” by 
Alonzo Gano, is one of the Seville school, of 
great force and beauty. 

A “Portrait of Rembrandt’s Mother,” by the 
great painter of that name, occupies a position 
of honorin the centre of the panel. It is a three- 
quarter face, with the old-time Dutch cap. It 
is fianked by another masterpiece, ‘The 


Smoker,” by Franz Hals. It is essentially a 
allery picture, and is admirably placed to show 
ts force and masterful delineation of a subject 

to which Hals devoted himeelf—early time and 
every-day life. By way of vivid contrast may 
be mentioned a classic painting, the ‘‘ Portrait 
of a Poetess,” by Sir Godfrey Kneller, an old- 
time creation in a grand costume of velvet and 
lace. The beauty and spirituality of the face 
form its great charm. 

Lily,” by Sir Thomas Lawrence, is a gem in 
ite way of the true English type. It is an ef- 
fective study ofa girl of seven years. Another, 
also of the English school, is “The Vicar of 
Waketield,” by Frith, R. A., a painting full of 
warmth—a rural scene in the midlands of Eng- 
land. 

“The Birthday,” by Van Hamme, is an ex- 
ample of the Flemish school. It is an interior 
scene of beauty, illustrating domesticity and 
happiness. In the foreground a lady is decorat- 
ing a child with flowers. ‘‘Pastimes in the 
Country,” .by Laucret, is one of the French 
school, a group of figures in the foreground and 
a rustic landscape. ‘The Rescue,” by Sim David 
Wilkie, is another of the English school, a land- 
scape at sunrise, showing a flooded district and 
on an elevation a rescued family; an old man, 
seemingly the head of the family, dying. 

An excellent specimen of the Italian school ia 
a large canvas entitled ** Soldiers Playing Dice.” 
by L. Valentin. It shows soldiers intensely in- 
terested in a game, the early-time uniforms of 
armor and striped breeches add greatly to the 
picturesque in the scene. It is very bold and 
masterly in design and color. 

‘* Noli me Tangere,” also of the Italian school, 
by Reni Guido, is a truly masterful delineation 
ofthe Saviour. The Magdalen is seen inthe 
right-hand corner of the painting, apparently 
kneeling. The face of Obrist is a study. 

*‘ Diana at the Bath,” by Titian, is a classic 
creation, a life-size study of the back of a nude 
woman. Hartmann happily names ita ‘Study 
in Curves.”’ It is one of the gems of the Chiteau 
a@’Aulby collection. Anotheris * Jupiter and 
Antiope,” by Sir Joshua Reynolds, after Cor- 
reggzio. The original of this famous painting is 
in the Louvre in Paris. In certain details in his 
copy, Sir Joshua Reynoldsis said to have im- 

roved on the original, notably in the figures of 

upiter and Cupid. 

* King David Repentant,” is another strong 
painting, and so is “‘ The Battle with Lions.”

THE TAX LEVY FOR THIS YEAR. 


REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
READY FOR PRESENTATION. 


The Finance Committee of the Board of Alder-: 


men has completed its report for 1892, and ac- 
tion will be taken on its recommendations at 
the next regular meeting of the board, on Aug. 
23,1892. The committee fixes the tax rate for 
the current year at 1.85 per cent.on real and 
personal estates, against 1.90 per cent. levied 
last year. A special rate of 1.7135 per cent. is 


made for levy on the personal estates of cor- 
porations which are exempt from Btate taxa- 
ation. 

The total amount of taxes to be raised in or- 
der to meet the expenses of the City and County 
Government is $33,725,555.84. The total tax- 
able valuation of city and county property, real 
estate and personal, Is $1,828,264,275, a net in- 
crease of $42,406,937 over the assessed valua- 
tion of 1891. Itis this increase which makes 
the reduction in the tax rate possible. 

. The final estimate of city expenses for the 

ear 1892 is $35,881,205.19. Of this sum 
§3'000,000 is provided by the revenues of the 
general fund, leaving a balance of $32,881,- 
205.19 to be provided by general taxation un- 
der the estimates. To this has been added the 
sum of $844,350.65 to provide for deficiencies, 
making the total sum to he raised by a general 
levy $33,725,555.84. Of this, $2,398,504.91 goes 
to the State for its share of the taxes; $1,190,- 
428.36 goes into the Sinking Fund, and $5,157,- 
770.94 is to be applied on the interest of the 
city’s debt. 

The committee finds that the total amount of 
the assessed valuation of the personal estate of 
corporations, joint-stock companies, or associa- 
tions doing business in the City of New-York, 
which are found to be exempt under this statute 
from assessment and taxation on their personal 
estate for “State purposes” in the year 1892, 
as appears by a detailed statement thereof on 
tile in the Finance Department, is $71,306,402. 

The law requires aaspeciai rate of tax to be 
imposed upon the personal estates of corpora- 
tions which are exempt from taxation for State 
purposes, differing from and less than the gen- 
eral tax rate upon real and personal estate sub- 
ect to taxation for city and county purposes. 

he following method of raising the required 
fund is therefore suggested: 
General rate for city and county purposes: 
Valuation, $1,756,957,873, at 1.85 per 
cent $82,503,720.65 
Special rate for corporations: 
Valuation, $71,306,402, at 1.7135 per

DELAURENS WAS DESPERATE. 


THE STORY TOLD _BY THE MAN WHO 
WROTE THREATENING LETTERS, 


Albert Delaurens, the Swiss who was arrested 
on Tuesday for writing a letter threatening to 
kill himself in Tiffany’s jewelry establishment 
if money was not sent to him, and also for send- 
ing a letter to the banking establishment of 
Baring, Magoun & Co., declaring that he would 
blow up the place if his demands for cash were 


not complied with, was taken to the Tombs Po- 
lice Court yesterday morning. He is a cadaver- 
ous, half-starved-looking man of thirty, and he 
told a disconnected story of abattle against 
poverty since his arrival in this country, which 
has probably unseated his reason. 

Representatives of the two firms to which De- 
laurens sent the threatening letters, were in 
court when he was takenin. He was held in 
$1,000 bail on eachof the complaints. Itis 
probable that he will never leave the prison 
aave, for he is in the last stages of consump- 
tion. 

Delaurens told the reporters that he was the 
son of a stockbroker at Geneva, Switzerland, 
who killed himself twelve years ago. His father 
left him $25,000, and he studied law and, com- 
ing to America, tried to build up a practice in 
Chicago. He was not successful, and was 
obliged totake a job asa mechanic. His health 
failed him, and he lost his place. Since that 
time he has been doing nothing. He said thathe 
wrote the threatening letters in a fit of despera- 
tion, and was influenced by a feeling of resent- 
ment at whathe considered the world’s hard 
treatment of him. 


Accident to a Careless Lineman, 
Frederick Bushmiller, a night inspector in the 
employ of the North River Electric Light and 
Power Company, discovered at 2 o’clook yester- 
day morning that the light on a pole on the

His left hand and right knee are frightfully 
burned, and it is feared that his skull is fract- 
tured.

HOW THE CITIZENS’ MUTUAL LIFE WAS 
SWINDLED IN AUBURN. 


The Citizens’ Mutual Life Insurance Associa- 
tion of this city is now in the midst of war upon 
the people in Auburn who have been victimizing 
the company with graveyard insurance. Their 
former agentat that place, George Clark, who fled 
to Canada when his operations were discovered, 
has been captured and brought back without 
the formality of extradition proceedings. Yes- 
terday the Medical Examiner of the company 
at Auburn, Dr. Allen E. Baker, was arrested. 
These men will be proceeded against by the 
company. 

The counsel of the company, Mr. Louis C, 
Whiton, said yesterday that the company would 
protect itself in the matter by canceling all 
policies written by Clark or risks passed upon 
by Baker, with the exception of a very few, 
which have been proved to be genuine. 

The plan pursued by the conspirators was to 


produce a sound person for the medical exami- 
nation, insure him in the nameof some one 
known to be siok and likely to die, and to make 
the insurance payabie to a third Fk 

A casein polnt is that of Michael Quinn. 
A young man giving thatas his name went to 
Dr. Baker for examination. He was accepted, 
insured for $500, and the policy made payable 
to one Joseph T. Brennan, who, he said, was a 
cousin. In the course of time the genuine 
Michael Quinn died, and his policy was paid to 
Brennan. 

By and by the death notices from Auburn 
began to come into the home officeso frequently 
that an Inspector was sent ~ to look into the 
matter. He called upon the family of the de- 
ceased Quinn, and found that at the~time the 
policy was made out for him he was in bed and 
unable to walk, and that he never left his bed 
alive. Brennan, be also found, was not a rela- 
tive of the family. 

Other cases were looked into, and many oiti- 
zens of Auburn expressed the greatest sur- 
prise upon being told that they were insured in 
the company. There were but few policies that 
the Inspector found to be genuine. 

Clark became agent of the company last 
October, and did so without the usual formality 
of giving bonds. No explanation is offered for 
this departure from the company’s rule of pro- 
cedure. Soon after he was appointed he asked 
that the office of Medical Examiner be taken 
from Dr. Guerin, who had filled it satisfactorily, 
and given to Dr. Baker, on the ground that Dr. 
— was situated more conveniently for exam- 
nations. 





MORE TALK ABOUT LEVEES. 


—-—> —-- 
ALL-DAY SESSION OF THE MISSISSIPPI 
RIVER COMMISSION. 


The Mississippi River Commission held an- 
other all-day session in the Army Building, in 
Whitehall Street, yesterday and listened to 
further pleas for liberal allowances for river 
improvements along that portion of the stream 
south of Memphis. 

Senator James K. Jones of Arkansas made an 
argument yesterday immediately after the ses- 
sion began. He took the same ground as the 


members of the local boards have taken, and 
asked the largest possible allowances for levee 
construction. The former illiberal spirit of Con- 
gress toward improvements along this portion 
of the river had vanished, he said, and there 
wasa disposition to recognize the real im- 
portance of the subject. Heretofore there had 
been an inclination to treat the Arkansas side 
ina less liberal manner than the Mississippi 
side, he said, but he hoped that in the future 
the real needs of both sides would be looked 
after impartially. 

Major Richardson of Louisiana, the State 
Engineer in charge of levee construction and re- 
air, Who said he was present by direction of 
is State, read a summary of the work of levee 
construction done in his State. The total length 
of the levee on the right bank in the seven 
levee districts was about 565 miles, and there 
were 32 miles in a section not inoluded in 
this district, On the left bank there were 
about 220 miles. It was an absolute impossi- 
bility, he said, for the local boards to keep 
these levees in good condition. The people 
Were over-taxed constantly for levee main- 
tenance.

** GREEN-GOODS” CASE. 


Louis 8. Streep was taken before United 
States Commissioner Shields yesterday charged 
with having sent ‘‘green-goods” circulars 
through the mails.

YET BROOKLYN ALDERMEN MUST LOOK 
AFTER OLD PUMPING ENGINES. 


Mayor Boody yesterday issued a call for a 
special meeting of the Brooklyn Board of Alder- 
men on Monday at 2 o’clock to consider the de- 
mand of City Works Commissioner Adams for 
permission to make contracts for new pumping 
engines at Ridgewood and a plant with which 
to pump water into the new tower on Prospect 
Heights. 

An attempt was made by several newspapers 
yesterday to work upa water-famine soare in 


Brooklyn. There is no danger of a famine, for 
there is plenty of water and the cityisa now 
pumping 80, ,000 gallons a day, whereas the 
consumption is only 70,000,000. The trouble is 
that twoof the pumping engines are very old 
and liable to break down. C»mmissioner Adams 
sent the Mayor a long statement yesterday 
pointing out that if such a break-down oc- 
curred it would mean a decrease of 15,000,- 
00O gallons a day from eacb engine. This 
would reduce the supply to 50,000,000 gallons 
daily inthe faceof aconsumption of 70,000,- 
000. Furthermore, he adds, it would require 
almosta year to replace the old engines, and 
forthat reason he favors beginning the work 
immediately. 

The Common Council has adjourned until 
Bept. 22, and on that account the request fora 
special session was made,

WALI-PAPER TRUST FORMED. 
> 
ABOUT 60 PER CENT. OF MANUFACT- 


URING BUSINESS IN IT. 


Several of the largest wall-paper manufactur- 
ers have practically consolidated under the 
name of the National Wall-Paper Company. 
On Tuesday the property of the several firms 
and corporations that have agreed to join the 
combination was turned over to the company 
organized for that purpose. 

The certificate of incorporation was filed with 
the Secretary of State at Albany on June 4 by 
the attorneys of the combination, Guggen- 
heimer & Untermyer of 46 Wall Street. Col. 
G. 8. Warren of Warren, Fuller & Co., who was 
the President of the original American Wall- 
Paper Association, a combination of a number 
of firms which lasted from 1879 to 1887, was 
active in the organization of the new combina- 
tion. The company has had much opposition 
from several well-known firms, such as Jane- 


way & Carpender of New-Brunswick, N. J.; M. H. 
Birge & Sons of Buffalo, and William Campbell 
pag mat orn 

aurice Untermyer gives the following par- 
ticulars about the soll wing P 

‘“*The corporation is organized under the 
laws of the State of New-York, and has for its 
name the National Wall-Paper Company, with a 
capital of $14,000,000 in common stock and 
$6,000,000 of debenture stock. A tax of 
$17,500 was paid into the State Treasury 
on the organization of the company. This or- 
ganization has been engaged recently in the 
purchase of wall-paper factories, and has now 
completed the purchase of about twenty of 
them. The concerns now owned by the com- 
pany represent about 60 per cent. of the wall- 

aper manufacturing business in the United 

tates. The charter was obtained under the 
recent amendment of May 1, 1892, to the cor- 
poration law, which, as amended, is more just 
to corporations ay ose here than any previ- 
= whioh we have ever had on our statute 
ooks. 

“Since the enactment of the new law we have 
organized probably a dozen corporations in this 
State, including consolidated companies. Here- 
tofore corporations have beeu driven by unfair 
discrimination into neighboring States, but I be- 
lieve that under the policy of the present law 
corporations will organize here notwithatand- 
ing the additional taxation to which they are 
subjected. 

* The National Wall-Paper Company has pur- 
chased the business of the manufacturers out- 
right. The company is in no sense a trust, but 
& responsible corporation subject to State super- 
vision and control. It owns the business of 
the various concerns. In some instances where 
the factories bought out were themselves cor 
porations, we have acquired the whole or oon- 
trolling part of their stock merely as a monu- 
ment of title; but we have also bought the 
business aside from the stook, and have, in no 
instance, acted without the assent of every 
stockholder. Ourcharter permits us expressly 
to purobase and hold stocks of other eorpo- 
rations. 

“I must decline for the present to state the 
names of the various concerns until the organiza- 
tion is further advanced. The prime object of the 
consolidation is to avoid the duplication of pat- 
terns, which has cost the manufacturers in this 
country millions of dollars annually. The 
definite policy of the company is not to increase 
the price. It could not do so if it wished, be- 
cause of outside competition.” 

Although it is denied that the company has as 
yet elected permanent officers, the following 
ticket is said to be the one to be adopted:

NOTICE FROM THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
THIS DISTRICT. 


The Commissioners in charge of the First Ju- 
dicial District of the exhibit of the State of 
New-York at the World’s Columbian Exposition 
find it necessary, in view of apparent misappre- 
hension on the part of the public and mislead- 
ing articles that have appeared from time to 
time, to call attention to the fact that this com- 
mission is the only authorized channel through 
which applications for space at the Chicago Ex- 
position in this district oan be made. 

A number of unofficial assoolations have been

“The General Managers of the Exhibit of the 
State of New-York at the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position tind it necessary to call special attention to 
the fact that their board and the Judicial District 
Commissions assocated with it constitute the only 
recognized medium of intercourse between intending 
exhibitors and the exposition authorities. No vol- 
unteer agencies whatever have either the right or 
power toactin that capacity, and none oan accom- 
plish the slightest good in securing recognition for 
exhibitors. 

‘* In the assignment of space at the exposition, the 
only possible aid that the New-York exhibitor can 
receive in pressing his claims must come froni the 
State Board and its locai commissions, and this will 
be freely given to all applicants. 

“ Any one professing to be able to exert any s 
cial influence in this or any other field of exposition 
concession or allotment is manifestly guilty of false 
representation.” 

Every facility will he afforded New-York ex- 
hibitors at Chicago. Over 700 a for 
space from this city have already been made 
by the most prominent merchants, manufactur- 
ers, and corporations.

DR. WALTER 8S. FLEMING OUT.

GENERAL SHAKE-UP PROMISED IN FLAT- 
BUSH INSANE ASYLUM. 


Dr. Walter 8. Fleming, acting Medical Super- 
intendent of the Flatbush Insane Asylum, 
whose resignation written last January was not 
accepted, sent a letter to the Kings County 
Charities Commissioners yesterday insisting 
that it take effect on Aug. 31. 

The action was @ surprise; for Dr. Fleming’s 
salary was recently increased from $1,800 to 

2,500 a year, and he was supposed to be satis- 
fied. He was appointed to succeed Dr. Arnold 


last December, and was told that the appoint- 
ment would soon be made permanent. This was 
not done, on account, it is said, of the opposi- 
tion of the State Board of Lunacy, the members 
of which were opposed to Dr. Fleming. 

This board met on Monday to consider Dr. 
Fleming’s case, and decided that they were not 
altogether pleased with the mannerin which 
some of the departments of the asylum were 
being managed. The escape of Lunatic Cowley 
for the fourth time added to the discontent. It 
was said yesterday that this escape had some- 
thing to do with Dr. Fieming’s sudden determ!- 
nation to retire. His resignatien was accepted. 
His retirement will be the signal for a general 
“shake-up” among the omameren in the asylum 
and a complete change in the management.
